NATIVE TROOPS FOR EUROPEAN SERVICE.

Caucorta, April 21.—All the energies of the 
Indian Government are at present concentrated 
on war preparations. The native regiments 
have ali been ordered to recruit at once up to 
their full war-complement. Factories for small 
arms are working treble time, day and night, 
Sundays and week-days. Military and medical 
stores are also being collected on a large scale. 
The Sepoys, it is reported, have responded with

ously volunteered their services. The best 
proof of the general good-feeling of the troops 
is the alacrity with which native soldiers 
abruptly recalled from furlough are rejoining 
their regiments.

THEY HESITATE. 
THE PROPOSED ELECTORAL INVESTIGATION, 
Deca Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninorton, D. C., May 4.—There has been 
within twenty-four hours a marked change in 
Democratic opinions with regard to the Presi- 
dential investigation. The revolutionists have 
discovered that they are not to have everything 
their own way. The wiser. men of the party 
have come to the front. The indications are 
that it is possible that there will not be an in- 
vestigation. The Democrats, for political rea- 
sons, are guarding their secrets with the greatest 
care. There are three influcnces within the 
Democratic party now operating to defeat 
the investigation.

the Electoral count possible. The argument 

raised in Committee against investigation by 
“Representetives of all with whom conversations 
have been had to-dayin these classes is this: 
An investigation that does not mean an attempt 
to remove Hayes and install Tilden in the White 
House 
MEANS NOTHING. 

The only logical outcome of any inquiry is to 
unseat Hayes. The people will not be satisfied 
with an investigation made simply for cam- 
paign purposes, and if that is the only 
purpose of an investigation, the result 
to the extent that it has not already 
been obtained can be secured by simpler 
means. The confessions of McLin, and Dennis, 
and the rest can be made as valuable in the form 
which they now are as they could if again pub- 
lished before an investigating committee, and 
were subjected to a cross-examination bv able 
Republican lawyers. Moreover, if debate is 
wanted, the contested election of Finley vs.

SMALL SILVER CHANGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasmincton, D. C., May 4.—The House 
Committee on Coinage to-day reported favora- 
bly upon the bill to discontinue five-cent and 
three-cent silver pieces, and for retiring those 
now in circulation; by exchanging in sums of 
not less than $5 for subsidiary silver coin. The 
bill makes subsidiary coin legal-tender in sums 
under $20. 

THE GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL.

FEROCIOUS FENIANS. 


Another Canada Raid Sald to Be in Contem- 
plation—Buffalo the Base of Operations. 
Special Digpatch to The Tribune. 

BUFFALO, May 4.—Much suppressed excite- 
ment exists among the Irish Nationalists in this 
city in regard to the proposed Fenian raid on 
Canada in the event of a war between England 
and Russia. The liveliest activity has prevailed 
here among the skirmishing clubs for the past 
two weeks, and military preparations are un- 
doubtedly being made. Your correspondent 
to-day made an extended ioquiry among the 
leaders of the Nationalists, and is convinced 
that an invasion is contemplated. Your repre- 
sentative interviewed Col. John Quiun, who is 
thoroughly posted in regard to all 
the preparations, and who was in 
the Biack Rock raid of 1866. 
He was captured and sentenced to death at that 
time, but his sentence was commuted to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. After serving six years 
he was pardoned by the Queen. He states that 
these are three Irin companies, well drilled, 
offered. and equipped. Thev are on the qui 
vive waiting for the opening of hostilities be- 
tween Russia and England, and are ready to 
move at a moment’s notice. 

An agent from New York, understood to be 
James Cassidy, and to have been specially de- 
puted by the managers of the Skirmisbing 
Fund,“ has been working among the faithful in 
this city, and is said to have left important secret 
orders. The tenor of these instructions could 
not be ascertained, but they are arousing all the 
excitement of the Fenian raid of 1866, 
The programme is t call a meeting of the 
Nationalists immediately after the declaration of 
war, and determine upon the action to be 
taken. One thousand Western soldiers are 
notified, so that they can be here in twenty- 
four hours, while within this county there are 
8,000 more who will rendezvous for a raid 
within three days after orders are issued. 

Col. Quinn further states that Gen. Burke, 
formeriy of the United States army, and now 
one of the Irustees of the Skirmishing Fund, 
has already received applications from veteran 
officers in this c'ty to be assigned to commands. 

No secrecy is maintained in regard to this 
fact, and Capt. Daniel Moran, of the Emmet 
Guards, of this city, is among the applicants, 
together with several others. 

iiforts were made to interview the Hon. 
Daniel Cruise and Justice Walen, prominent 
Nationalists, but both were out of town, pre- 
sumably on business connected with the pro- 
posed raid. Two of the Irish companies have 
received their uniforms, are provided with arms, 
and it is understood that several hundred 
stands of muskets are to be shipped here from 
New York in a few days. 

The matter has been kept so quiet that the 
authorities have taken no action as yet. 

Ihe short dispatch sent through the Asso- 
ciated Press that Russia is ready to lend an aid 
to the Irish revolutionists seems to be well un- 
derstood, and the Skirmishers say the blow will 
be struck when least expected. Buffalo, as be- 
fore, on account of its contiguity to the Cana- 
dian frontier, has evidently been selected as the 
centre of operations.

SOUTH CHICAGO, 

South Chicago was visited by a destructive 
fire last evening, by which ove of its most im- 
portant manufacturing industries was complete- 
ly wiped out, and fully 150 people deprived of 
employment. About 5 o’clock, just as the 
hands were about to quit work, fire and smoke 
were seen issuing from the picking-room, on the 
third floor of the Sinclair woolen mill. An 
alarm was instantly sounded. The furnaces, 
which had been drawn, were refilled with coal, 


and the engineer made all possible haste to get 
up sufficient steam to work the pumps. 
But the inflammable nature of the build- 
ing and its contents rendered them an easy 
prey to the devouring element, and before the 
pumps could be got to work it was evident that 
the structure was doomed, unless there should 
be a speedy arrival of outside assistance. A 
general alarm was turned in, and the neighbor- 
ing hose and fire companies were soon on the 
ground, but their efforts proved to be of little 
value, and a summons was sent to the city for 
help. Assistant-Marshal Swenie, with Engine 
No. 8, reached the scene a little after 6 o’clock, 
but the flames had ned. such a 
wastery over the building that all efforts 
to save it proved unavailing, and in 
the course of twenty minutes it tumbled into 
a chaotic mass of ruins. The mill contained 
seven sets of looms, and a corresponding 
amount of carding and spinning machinery 
gave employment to about 150 hands, and 
turned out 2,500 yards of jeans per diem. 
‘There was a large amount of stock, raw and 
manufactured, in the building. The total loss 
is estimated at $150,000. At various times some 
of the buildings in the immediate neighborhood 

ad a close call, but an industrious * bucket- 
line dia good service in wetting down, and 
preventing the spread of the flames. 

The mill, a four-story brick structure, 400 feet 
long and seventy in wiath, was built in 1871, by 
Lee W. Sinclair, who owns a similar factory in 
Salem, Ind. ‘He was induced to erect the build- 
ing by Col. J. H. Bowen, through whose infiu- 
ence he was given five acres of land aud a bonus 
of $10,000 by the South Chicago Canal and Dock 
Company. The machinery was made at 
the Bouth Chicago Iron Works, and 
the total cost of the enterprise was 
about $100,000. With the exception 
of about six months during the reign of high 
prices for wool, the mill has been in continuous 
operation, and found a ready market for its 
productions. The chances are that it will be 
rebuilt. as the site is valuable, and a good busi- 
ness had been secured, which it would be folly 
to surrender. Mr. Sinclair has always taken an 
active interest in the welfare of his employes. 
For their use he built a number of tenement 
houses in close proximity to the mill, and mate- 
rially aided in establishing a co-operative store 
for their benefit. 

During the Ar- of the flre the saloons 
in the vicinity did a flourishing business. Many 
of the female operatives, rendered half- crazy b 
the destruction of the means of their livelihood, 
wandered around in the most disconsolate man- 
ner, sobbing, crying, and screaming. The poor 
creatures did not know where they were guing 
to obtain next week’s provisions. 

The mill was insured for $86,000,—$21,000 on 
the building, $35,000 on the machinery, and 
$30,000 on the stock,—and is placed with the 
following companies:

CURES BY SUGGESTION. 


How Easily the Easily-Moved Mind Moves 
the Stubborn Body—Modern Miracles of 
Science Wrought with Bits of Gilded 
Wood or Shell. 

New York World. 

Years ago an American doctor named Perkins 
invented what subsequently came to be calied 
the metallic cure for nervous diseases. Taking 
a patient with neuralgic pains in the head, for 
instance, he would apply various kinds of metal 
disks, one after the othcr, to the patient’s 
forehead.

@ A STATUE OF PRAXITELES’. 
Rome Correspondence New York Worid. 

A friend arrived to-day from Greece, and 
brought mea small photograph of the last 
statue found at Olympia. He was present when 
it was discovered. It is the beautiful Hermes 
of Praxiteles of which Pausanias speaks when 
he tells of the statues in the Hereum, or 
Temple of Juno, the most important temple in 
the Altes after that of Zeus. Pausanias says, 
after. mentioning over the seventeen statues in 
gold and ivory: “They have placed likewise 
other statues iu the Hereum, namely: a Hermes 
in marble, holding on his arm Dionysos, who 
is an infant: it is a work of Pravxiteles.”’ 
My friend tells me that the drapery 
on which the child is seated is the 
most perfect ever modeled and chiseled. The 


hands also of the statue are exquisitely worked. 


You can see the veins and indications of mus- 
cles. The fleshiness is remarkable, The pho- 
tography represents a figure something like the 
Apollo Sauroktonos, or lizard-slaver of the 
Vatican, which is believed to bè one of the few 
truly Greek works in Rome. Hermes has the 
same graceful! bend of the body, but the head is 
finer; the hair is beautifully handled: the close 
curls cling to the exquisitely shaped head. It is 
the most perfect statue that has yet been found in 
the exvavations of Olympia; and, as it was dis- 
covered in the Hereum, we know positively 
that itis the work of Praxiteles. I questioned 
my friend as to the impression the statue 
made on him when he first saw it. He said it 
was so life-like in its finish and effect that he 
felt as he would in the presence ot a stranger 
who wasso beautiful as to excite admiration, 
and yet respect prevented staring, which act 
would seem indecorous, After much question- 
ing about this lovely Hermes, and close exami- 
nation of the photograph, I can sce that the fin- 
ish must be of a higher degree than we find on 
the Phidian works. Quintilian praised Praxit- 
eles for the natural character of his statues, 
and that is what my friend says of the Hermes 
—it is life-like. Praxiteles stood at the head of 
the later Atticschool. Pausanias placed him in 
the third generation after Alcamenes, the 
disciple of Phidias. Vitruvius gives him 
as late a date as C. 350. He and 
Scopas were masters of the Greek schooi of fin- 
ish and expression, where the ideal of sensual 
charms was sought for by the artist—the per- 
fect representation of soft and youthful beauty. 
The Cupid Centocelle, that lovely torso called 
the Genius of the Vatican, is also attributed to 
Praxiteles. If not by him, it is by a good copy- 
ist, for you see the same type in it that is in the 
Hermes of the Hereum of Olympia. Hitherto 
the only knowledge we have had of this statue 
of Hermes, beyond the description Pausanius 
gave of it, was obtained from a bas-relief and 2 
vase painting; now we are placed face to face 
with the statue itself, and are sure that we are 
looking at an actual work which came from the 
chisel of the celebrated Greek sculptor rraxit- 
eles.

GUSTAVE DORE. 
Appleton Journal for May. 

Gustave Dore is about to reveal to the public 
another phase of his singularly-original and 
creative talent. He is now at work behind 
closed and guarded doors on his contribution 
to the Exhibition. It isa colossal vase, some 
sixteen feet in height, of a flask-shape, and cov- 
ered with figures in full relief, representing 
“The Triumph of the Vine.”” Over the whole 
surface of the vase swarm nymphs, satyrs, 
children, intermingied with fruits and flowers, 
and strange shapes of insect and auimal life. 
It is a wild and graceful fantasy, a mass 
of animated figures, a throng of strange, 
visionary beings and accessories. Yet in 
the whole there is neither crowding nor 
confusion. Fair nymphs sit ised upon the 
slope of the vase, chubby children climb and 
swing amid the trailing garlands, and satyrs 
skip up its sides with all the agility that their 
goat-limbs can lend them. Around the base 
cluster child-forms at play with colossal types 
of insect-life. One plump little fellow lies on 
his back, hugging to his breast a gigantic fly 
that is half. as large as he is himself. Two 
naked urchins are contending with an equally 
huge spider, and one little fellow, in no wise 
daunted by the repulsive aspect of his adversary, 
is pushing the creature away with his dimpied 
foot. Another holds a field-mouse by the 
tail, and uses all his best efforts to keep 
his captive from escaping. And—pretticst 
fancy of all—one charming urchin lies 
asieep with a colossal peg! hevering above 
him, and just inthe act of kissing his baby 
lips. It would take a volume to describe all 
the figures—the fruits, the flowers, the varied 
imagery—wherewita this gigantic vase is literal- 
ly covered. It took ali the creative force of 
Dore’s talent, and all his unexampled rapidity 
of execution as welk to bring this remarkable 
work to such a point of perfection in so short a 
time. What will be its destiny? for onle a 
sovereign or an archi-millionaire could afford 
the possession of such a Work, or owna ball 
sufficiently large to give it a fitting home. The 
present model is in plaster; cast in bronze, the 
work will be worth some $20,000.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

SwissvaLe, Pa., May 2.—In a recent issue of 
Tug Trung, you copy from the New York 
Sun a description of the hall of the House of 
Commons, which says: ** The length is 75 fect; 
width, 45 feet; and height, 14 feet.“ The “14” 
must be a typographidil error, and the writer 
probably said 114. Ifthe coop is only 75 feet 
long and 45 wide,—and this seems to me about 
right,—it must be over 100 high, or my impres- 
sions were all wrong. When I stepped into the 
cage, I felt as if I was in a well, or a clothes- 
voress. The walls are so dark, and so bedaubed 
with ornamentation, that the sides seem to 
close in on one, and the ceiling is so far away 
that one looks up at it as to the top of a white 
pine. 
In the House of Lords, I had shocked the 
polite policeman by sitting down, to have a 
good rest and a little think, on one of the glar- 
ing red morocco cushions very near the Throne, 
and trying the equally red and shiny accom- 
modations of the long, stiff, high-backed benches 
or pews, so arranged that every Lordship must 
turn his shoulder to Royalty if he should sit 
down in the august presence; but the good- 
natured attendant did not take it amiss that I 
made myself comfortable in the House of 
Commons, leaned over on my elbow to see up 
to the ceiling, and tried to get used to the idea 
that one branch of the ‘British Parliament did 
actually meet in that cupboard. When I asked 
him how many members there were, and what 
they did with them all; if they sat on each 
other’s knees; if they packed some under the 
benched, or strung them on wires up near the 
top, I had to turn my head as far back as pos- 
sible and to look for anv means of storage close 


under the ceiling; he laughed and sad, 0 


ma’am, we don’t hever ’ave hall ere hat once!“

thought to go on. 

It the thing were but 14 feet high, it would be 
like a coffin, or a packing-bo« for shoes. As it 
is, it is like a wardrobe; andthe galleries, 
shelves for putting away hat-boxes. There 
really ought to be hooks on the walls, oa which 
to hang surpius members. 

With its closing-in walls; its long, high- 
backed, stiff benches, on which every member 
who gets a seat turns his shoulder to the 
Speaker; and its pernicious galleries, it certalu- 
ly is the most disproportioned apartment I have 
ever seen, and the one most unsuited to the 
use for which it was intended. The entire 
building is a cooped-up, piled-up pretense. at 
magnificence. 

The walis are literally bedizened and be- 
daubed with gild, and glitter, and bright paint, 
with no end of pictures, of which one cannot 
possibly get a good view for want of space. 
One is either in danger of dislovating one’s 
neck in looking up at those rows upon rows of 
Kings and Queens, and Dukes and Duchesses, 


or one backs up against the Roval Highnesses . 


on the lower tier oi the opposite wall. 

The only apartment which has a decent pro- 
portion of floor-space is the Queen’s dressing- 
room. Hemmed in by a sea of houses, Itke the 
island by its imprisoning ocean; towering up, 
like the ambition and achievements of the peo- 
ple; solid, and stoiid, and narrow, like the aver- 
age Englishman; the pomp and space for 
royalty, the staring, slippery, red seats for the 
aristocracy, and the plain, pinched standine- 
room for the people,—Parliament-House is char- 
acteristic and suggestive.

A SHINDY IN THE BRITISH PARLIA- 
MENT. 

They had a lively time in the British Parlia- 
ment over the shooting of Lord Leitrim by 
some of his evicted tenants. Mr. O'Donnell, 
one of the Irish members, called the attention 
of the House to the extraordinary action of the 
Government since the murder, in drawing a 
cordon around Donegal and otherwise ſuterfer- 
ing with the liberty of the people there; and he 
moved a resolution to the effect that this con- 
duct was unconstitutional and calculated to 


foster-disbelief in the impartiality of the law. 
To illustrate vhis point, he begged the House to 
consider a hypothetical case, substituting En- 
glish names of persons and places for the actual 
ones. Said he: 

Imagine that aterrible ontrage had been com- 
mitted in a quiet deil in Cumberiand, in the midst 
of a population conspicuous for its law-abiding 
virtues; that a landiord and two servants had been 
suddenly attacked ana murdered: that what was 
believed to have been a happy English district had 
for years deen practically at the mercy of one who. 
by the lamentable shortcomings of the English Land 
law, had been enabied to execute the caprices of a 
barbaric stage of civilization by means of the chi- 
canery of nineteenth century legal procedure; that 
for a quarter of a century these Cumberland dales- 
men had been exposed to all tne tyranny and 
mental and moral torture of a man of iron will, of 
violent passion, and of dissolute life; that villages 
had been cleared of inhabitants, and the doom of 
eviction was continually hanging over others; and 
that, in spite of all this, the district had never 
been stained by an offense of an agrarian charac- 
ter, and that no attempt had been made on this 
Cumberland landlord. except by the uncle of a girl 
he had attempted to dishonor. Oh,“ and 
Shame. J It would, under these circumstances, 
strike every Englishman as being in the highest 
degree unlikely that an innocent and patient peas- 
antry who had borne all this for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. had entered into a widespread conspiracy to 
murder this landlord, who was known through- 
out the country as the bad Earl,” [Cries of 
„Order.“ 

Here a violent storm broke out, but the 
Speaker ruled that Mr. O'Donnell was within 
his right, and he continued nis speech amid con- 
stant interruptions... He reiteratea his charge 
that these debaucheries had been practiced, 
not only by the wiles of seduction, but by the 
means of the authority and power of the 4 
lord to threaten and inflict eviction if peasant 
girls would not submit to dishonor,”—but at 
this point a member called out to the Speaker, 
I see strangers in the House.” The Speaker, 
according to rule, put the question whether 
strangers should be ordered to withdraw; it was 
carried by 57 to 12, and the reporters picked up 
their note-books and departed. For three hours 
and a quarter the House remained in secret ses- 
sion, and no doubt the whole truth was told. 
But what was the good of attempting to sup- 
press all reports of the debate? The papers the 
next day contained the substance of it, and the 
only effect of the attempted suppression will be 
to still further impress the Irish with the belief 
that an English Parliament cannot do them 
justice.

THE NICHE OF THE FOUR SAINTS, 
[Transiated froma French Journal, for The 7+ it@ine, 
.] 


In Florence, near the Place de la Seigneurie, 
in the ever-animated street which conducts to 
Sainte Marie des Fleurs, is seen a square edi- 
fice, without tower or dome. Notwithstanding 
its elegance, this does not attract the especial 
attention of travelers, unless they observe the 
niches on all sides, containing magulficeut 
statues, among which are the St. George of 
Donatello and the St. Etienne at Ghiberti. One 
of the most curious groups isin aniche facing 
the north, and consists of four figures, whom 
the Florentines simply call The Four Saints.“ 
Before describing them, it will de better to re- 
call in a few words the history of the monu- 
ment itself, which bears the name of Or San 
Michele, and whose site was occupied, at the 
end of the thirteenth century, by an ancient 
church dedicated to St. Michel. the ruins 
of this a building was ereeted for the gale of 
grain, which was destroyed by fire, ana re- 
— in 1804; as 2 998 
was painted on one of the Pg 
This holy object became the ovrincinal 


attraction of the building, and as numerous 
cures were attributed thereto, crowds assembled 
before it at all hours of the day, and it was soon 
resolved to convert the market into a church. 
The first architect was Taddeo Gaddi, who was 
succeeded by Andrea Orcagua, and most of the 
tabernacle bears evidence of the wonderful 
genius of the latter. 
ists were consulted regarding the decoration of 
Or San Michele, and renowned sculptors en- 
gaged to complete statues of saints to fill the 
exterior niches. Among these, the sculptor 
Nanni was employed, who cone. ued that, instead 
of executing a single statue, as in the other 
niches, he would make four of thetime of Dio- 
cletian, as follows: Saints Claudio, Nicostrato, 
Sinforiarwi, and Castoria. It is related that 
when Nanni completed the statues, he regretted 
having undertaken the task, for, turn his saints 
as he would, only three would enter the narrow 
space assigned to them. and one was always 
outside. As the four martyrs were in- 
separable, and the programme was “ All 
or none. Nanni consulted the great Donato, 
who. after looking at niche and Statues, burst 
into a bearty laugh. lf thou wilt give a good 
dinner to me and my pupils,“ said be to Nanni, 
„will place thy four saints in the niche.“ It 
will readily be imagined that Nanni promised 
the diuner. Donato took off the arm of one fig- 
ure, shortened that of another, and installed ali 
the Saints easily in the niche,—forming an ad- 
mirable group, without any mutilations being 
visible to the eye. Nanni joyfully paid the din- 
ner. on which occasion the adventure created 


great merriment. and the fete of the Four 


Saints is celebrated op the Sth of November 
every year,—that being the date of their instal- 
lation in the niche by Donato. Flowers are fes- 
tooned without and within, and lights gleam in 
every conceivable space,—preseuting a rare 
scene of beauty, as Flora choicest offerings are 
always selected for the occasion. Below the 
niche is a charming bas-relief, and on the angies 
of the base are the arms of the Arte de Fabri- 


canti.”’

THE VOICES OF AMERICAN WOMEN.

0. Hardy read a letter from the Rev. E. E. Hale 


on the subject of the voices of American 
women, which has a peculiar interest on ac- 
count of its subject, its entertaining manner, 
and its authorship. The letter is as follows: 

Dear Mus. Harpy: What I said to the ladies in 
church after your reading was, in substance, this: 
I value such instructions as Mrs. Hardy's and those 
of the school of teachers which she represents. be- 
cause I nope they may improve inthe course of 
time the bad voices to which my countiywomen 
are now trained. J ascribe it mostly to the hapits 
of our large schools; some people ascribe it to the 
dryness of our climate; whatever be the reason, 
the fact is that most American women talk with a 
shrill.voice, and if they wish to gain power, seek 
it by sharpening the note, or screaming, rather 
than by giving more volume. 

remember at the great dining-saloon of the 
Bauer au Lac Hotel in Zurich, botn the largest and 
finest dining hall I ever saw, when 500 people 
were dining at once at their difierent tables, I 
could single out my own countrywomen in 
all parte of the hall, no matter what 
their distance, by the shrill yell, more or 
less nasal, with which they summoned the wait- 
ers, ordered soup, asked for a napkin, or passed 
from pastry to ice-cream. . Above the general roar 
of the buzz-buzz-buzz of 500 voices in conversa- 
tion, you could distinguish the war-cry of these 
eight or ten American women, as you distinguish 
signal rockets at night above a long and dark line 
of intrenchments. A casual observer would have 
no difficulty in telling, at the end of the day, how 
much pastry these women ate, or how often their 
plates were changed. We are so used to it in a 
Sound steamer here, or other hall where women 
are together, that wedo not notice ithere. You 
need to be in another land to know what it is. 

Some people, as I say, ascribe this to climate. 
Ido not. It it were climate, you and Mrs. Smith 
would speak with this clamor cry, as you do not, 
There may be a tendency that way in the climate, 
but the Indian women do not have this shriek; and 
such black women from the South as 1 have known 
have been apt to speak in what we should calla 
subdued contralto. The general habit is to use the 
di testa voice almost wholly. The joke is bad, 
but the custom is detestable. 

I ascribe it to the custom of the grammar 
schools and primary schools, which makes little 
girls read up,” as it is called. The teachers 
really expect a child of 5 to fill with her voice a 
room fifty feet square and fifteen feet high. Now, 
in simplicity, when a child of that age speaks in 
church to her mother, in ber natural voice, no per- 
son is conscious of it except in the next pews.

It must be borne in mind that these 
are mere estimates, and are made by those 
who are sanguine of success, even in advance 
of all tests. It is proposed to try how far 
four lights will accomplish the work of illu- 
mination, the lights to be located at different 
parts of the city on some elevated buildings. 
In the meantime, the experiments going on 
at the Water-Works are worthy of attention, 
and all will rejoice if they shall prove suc- 
cessful.

It appears from the letter of our Mil- 
waukee correspondent that the late munici- 
pal election in that city had quite as much 
of a religious as a political aspect,—the 
Mayor and the Comptroller being Roman 
Catholics, and the new heads of all the de- 
partments, except the Health Commissioner, 
being Catholics also. The anti-Catholic 
German papers openly charge the Mayor with 
intending to fill all the other vacancies with 
men of the same religious faith. There is 
also a rumor of a determination to displace 
the present very able and efficient Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, James Mac- 
Auster, Esq., who has so worthily filled 
the position for four years, with some 
new man, and, most likely, a Catholic. The 
appointment of a new Superintendent is in 
the hands of the School Board, and not with 
the Mayor, and strong hopes are entertained 
that the good of the public will not be sub- 
ordinated to a denominational success that 
can only be a temporary gain at best. 


MR. DERICKSON’S ASSESSMENT SCHEME. 

The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Association have issued an address to the 
public, in which, without actually adopting 
Mr. Dertcxson’s scheme for raising the val- 
uation of Chicago property to $400,000,000 or 
thereabouts, as a basis for the assessment of 
taxes, they still urge upon the Assessors the 
purpose of estimating all property at what 
they call its ‘‘actual cash value,” and they 
call upon the taxpayers of Chicago to volun- 
teer as advisory committees to assist in this 
inflation purpose. The taxpayers of Chi- 
cago who look after their own interests are 
in the habit now of consulting the Assessors 
and ascertaining whether their property has 
been properly assessed. Any committee of 
volunteers that should undertake to revise 
the assessment not only on their own prop- 
erty, but the property of their neighbors, 
would practically assume the duties of the 
Assessors, and the Assessors might run as 
much danger of being misled as under the 
present system when they listen to everybody 
who comes. The notion put forth by the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation to the effect that an assessment 
on the basis of an “actual cash val- 
uation” would be a certain and perma- 
nent remedy against the inequality of assess- 
ments (which is the chief cause of com- 
plaint) must be a delusion. There is no 
rule for ascertaining an actual cash valuation 
that will not apply to the ascertainment of a 
two-thirds valuation. The Assessors are just 
as apt to err, and are subject to precisely the 
same influences in the one case as in the 
other. In all cases, the Assessors’ valuation 
is preliminary. It comes first under the 
supervision of the County Equalization Board, 
and then of the State Equélization Board, 
which gives the final decision. If the local 
Assessors should follow the advice of the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, and makea desperate effort to place a 
full cash valuation on that portion of Cook 
County included within the city hmits, the 
2,000 other Assessors of the State would still 
continue to assess on the basis that has been 
established so many years. It would then 
become the duty of the State Board of 
Equalization to reduce the local assessments 
of this county to correspond with the rate of 
assessment in other parts of the State in 
order to conform to the constitutional prin- 
ciple of proportional uniformity. The State 
Board cannot raise the assessments of all the 
other counties under the existing law more 
than 2 per cent. By assessing Cook County at 
four or five hundred millions, if not reduted 
by the State Board, would have the effect of 
making the taxpayers of Chicago bear about 
one-half of the entire burden of State taxa- 
tion. 

The Citizens’ Association Executive Com- 
mittee express a sort of vague belief that 
readjustment of the assessments on an act- 
ual cash basis” might not increase thé total 
valuation. Perhaps it wouldn't, if such a 
thing as an actual cash value—what the 
property would sell for to the highest bidder 
in cash-——could be ascertained in every in- 
stance. But, in that case, Mr. Dericxson’s 
scheme would fall through, as a high val- 
uation is essential to the plan of funding the 
floating debt of the city. That being the 
object in view, the Assessors would proceed 
upon the principle that previous assessments 
have been made on a half or third valuation, 
and this theory would necessitaté& a vast 
increase in every case. Indeed, unless Mr. 
Dertoxson’s idea can be carried out to 
double or treble, there is no motive for chang- 
ing the lo system, since it is obvious 
that individual inequalities are as likely to 
occur on a professed system of actual cash 
valuation as on a system of reduced but rela- 
tive valuation. 

Bat it would be impossible, under any pre- 
tense of fairness, to attain the total valua- 
tion contemplated by Mr. Denricx3on’s 
scheme, which would require an assessment 
amounting to something like $400,000,000. 
Chicago, some years ago, had a separate sys- 
tem of assessment, when the rule was to as- 
certain the actual cash valuation. This was 
before the panic, when the selling value of 
property, both real and personal, averaged 


| from 50 to 100 per cent higher than now, 


yet at that time the total assessment was in 
the neighborhood of only $300,000,000. An 
actual cash valuation at the present time 
could not fairly be made to reach anything 
like that aggregate, and hence Mr. Dernicx- 
son’s plan would fail.

It is evident that this whole scheme of 
changing the assessment system in Cook 
County is based upon false premises, and, if 
the Citizens’ Association refuse to abandon 
it, then the three Assessors of Chicago 
should simply refuse to be guided by their 
badadvice ; otherwise, the Assessors will ma- 
terially increase the embarrassments of our 
local financial affairs.

THE COUNCIL COMMITTEES. 
There runs a story that there is discontent 


in the Common Council, and that the faction 
which was defeated in the selection of the 
Committees last week intend to make a bold 
strike to-morrow evening to have the ap- 
pointment of the Committees reconsidered 
and a new deal made. The vote last week was 
20 to 14, with two members, Messrs. Cary and 
Dax, absent. It is now expected, and in- 
deed claimed, that a sufficient number of the 
twenty have agreed to vote for reconsidera- 
tion, and to vote for a new list of Commit- 
‘tees, in which Messrs. Law_er, CULLERTON, 
Ryan, and Jonas are to be put in control of 
the Finance Committee, and of all the other 
Committees in the interest of the Ring, 
having charge of the expenditure of 
money and the levy of taxes. Who 
the Aldermen are that are expected to change 
their votes and have a reorganization of 
Committees is not stated, nor are we aware 
that there is any foundation for the story that 
such a changeis intended. Thereis no doubt, 
however, that the ringsters of the Council 
were not only disappointed, but sadly grieved 
at their defeat. and that the list of commit- 
tees as adopted was very distasteful. Tho 
vote on the adoption of the committees at 


the last meeting was:

The list of Committees as proposed by 
the minority gave CuLLERTON and Law- 
LER more conspicuous and important posi- 
tions than are awarded them by the list which 
was adopted, and thé change sought has, 
after all, no other purpose than to make 
Cuuierton, Ryan, and Torr a majority of 
the Committee on Public Buildings, and to 
make Law ter, Jonas, and OLIver a majority 
of the Committee on Railroads. The same 
list proposed to make Oxtver, Lopprne, and 
McCarrrey a majority of the Police Com- 
mittee, and Ryan, McNcrwey, and Tyr a 
majority in control of the Fire Department. 

We do not believe that there are any of 
the Aldermen who voted for the Committees 
which were adopted who think the public 
service or the public interests will be pro- 
moted by making CuLtzRrTon, Jonas, 
MoCarrrary, and Lawizr the  control- 
ling mombers of the City Council. 
The struggle was to obtain a majority 
on the Committees having the expenditure 
of public moneys, and it did not seem to the 
majority that the control of the City Gov- 
ernment should be given over to any two 
or four members. Weare unable to guess 
the names of any of the twenty members who 
voted to adopt the list of Committees a week 
ago who can be induced to reconsider that 
vote to magnify either the personal conse- 
quence or controlling power of McOarrnzey, 
Lawn, and Curtierton. To reverse the 
action of last week will be to add to the gen- 
eral business confusion and uncertainty 
which are just now so sadly embarrassing 
the City Government in its financial opera- 
tions. : 

MORE BEECHER SCANDAL SENSATION. 

If we may put any credence in the dis- 
patches, letters, interviews, and rumors that 
are flying round, Mr. Brronrn is to assume 
the aggressive in the miserable scandal 
business, and institute proceedings against 
Tron and Mobrrox upon the charge of 
conspiracy. We do not put the utmost faith 
in the announcement, as it originally started 
from Mr. Brrcuen’s lecture-agent, who has a 
keen eye for advertising advantages, and 
may have an itch, for all we know, for per- 
sonal notoriety. In point of fact, it requires 
a sublime degree of faith to repose confi- 
dence in any declaration made by any party 
connected with this disgusting record of 
contrarieties, contradictions, and confessions ; 
but this latest phase is developed in such a 
bold and assuring way that it is worth con- 
sidering as part of the history of the case. 

The new chapter has its origin in the ap- 
pearance of another mutual friend,” with 
the suggestive name of Mix. Moviton was 
the mutual friend between Berecuer and T- 
ton, and Mix is claimed to have been the 
mutual friend between Tritton and MourLrox. 
He was undoubtedly a very proper person 
for the position, as he had been Vicrorra 
Woopuvutz’s confidential agent for seven 
years, meanwhile drifting about from one 
paper to another, and eventually land- 
ing in the New York Post-Office. It is 
alleged that, as a friend of Tritton and 
Movtton and as the agent of Madame Woop- 
HULL, he came into possession of private 
letters and other documents written by 
Tizrox, and Mobrrox, and Mrs, Movrrox, 
which taken together form a complete chain 
of testimony that proves the conspiracy. Of 
course, the first question that will occur to 
any one is, Why did Mr. Mrx hold these pa- 
pers so many years before making known 
the nature of their contents? In an- 
swer to such a possible question, it is 
alleged, first, that he was for a long 
time the dupe and unconscious tool of the 
conspirators, which does not seem compatible 
with the sharpness of a man who could satis- 
factorily accomplish Madame Woopxvt1’s 
confidential business for seven years. Sec- 
ond, we are treated to the somewhat senti- 
mental statement that he was urged to make 
the discovery known by his mother, who 
supposed herself to be on her death-bed. 
The story, it must be confessed, starts off 
rather suspiciously. Nevertheless, here is 
what the new Mutual Friend proposes to 
show: He is going to prove that Mr. Tr- 
ton did not tell the whole truth on the wit- 
ness-stand about his relations with the Woop- 
nul; that Mrs. Trton’s compromising 
letters were inspired by TILrox; that Triton 
made many successful arrangements to keep 
Madame Woopuutz at his house all night, 
against Mrs. Truton's wishes; that Mr. Bercu- 
en's ‘‘ ragged-edge” letters were all based 
upon Triton’s discharge from the Independ- 
ent through his influences; that the inter- 
views of Brzcuzrn with Wool were

share of the State taxes; and 


and numerous other points, which, taken 
together, will show a conspiracy to ruin 
Bunchxn, according to Bexecasn’s advertising 
agent and Woopuut1’s ex-confidential agent. 

And, after all, cui bono? Assuming, by a 
stretch of credibility, that the story is true, 
to what results does it lead? What is the mo- 
tive of the conspiracy? Upon this point the 
confidential agent is curiously silent. If 
Tron believed that Bzercuern was really 
guilty of adultery with Mrs. TI. rox, and that 
the latter had violated her marital vqws, it is 
possible that such a conspiracy might have 
been set on foot to ruin Brroner solely 
out of revenge, although it is difficult to con- 
ceive of a revenge so mean, despicable, and 
contemptible, or so utterly at variance with 
all ideas of manliness and personal honor. If 
he felt himself aggrieved at Bxxcnzn's hands, 
it is, to say the least, difficult to conceive why 
he did not seek that personal satisfaction 
which would instantly have suggested itself 
to a man. Nevertheless, this species of 
revenge might have actuated such a maudlin 
sentimentalist as Triton has always been. 
Unfortunately for this theory, Mix says 
TILrox always knew his wife was innocent, 
which is bad for him and his story, 
because it ts utterly incomprehensible. It 
will not be believed by any one that Tron 
was such a monster of depravity as to seek 
such revenge upon Berrcuer for loss of em- 
ployment, by concocting this monstrous 
charge against his own wife, and making her 
confess it, all the while believing her to be a 
pure, innocent woman. This is too low a 
depth of depravity for avy one to reach, 
even upon Mu's predicates. If it were 
true, then the Tross and Mov trons, if 
sane, ought to be hanged to successive 
lamp-posts; if insane, they ought to be 
sent to asylums as dangerous pests to any 
community. Rather than believe this, it is 
easier to believe that Mix is mixing him- 
self up in this case through sheer ‘‘ cussed- 
ness,” or from desire for notoriety. It may 
not have occurred to the man Mrx that people 
will wonder why two friends who could not 
trust each other could be induced to trust 
a third person with all their private affairs 
who had been in Mistress WoopnezL's 
peculiar confidences for seven years, and 
who was selling obscene correspondence, at 
the time of the scandal, to any 
one who would purchase, in lots and kinds 
to suit. Before accepting Mix's won- 
derful budget of discoveries, the public will 
be very likely to want to know something 
of Mix's reliability as a witness, and 
what is the complexion of his little game.” 
It is late in the day for an outsider to come 
into this case and seek to revive any interest. 
The parties who have already been on the 
stage have exhausted the resources of the 
scandal; and the tossing of a penny is quite 
as reliable a basis for reaching a settled 
Opinion as apything Mix can say, when 
Bercurr, being an innocent man, 
humbles himself before Titton as be- 
fore his Gop, and Mrs. TLrox, being an 
innocent woman, one day confesses adultery 
and the next day denies it. Mix is a super- 
fluous factor in the case,

SEWER-GAS, AND HOW TO DEAL WITH IT. 
Fortunately, the subject of sewer-gases is 
beginning to attract more attention from the 
masses than formerly, and this ciroumstance 
is urging the scientific men to à more 
thorough investigation. It is not easy to 
overestimate the impairment of health caused 
by the insidious and fever-breeding gases that 
are disseminated more or less through every 
house in which the modern appliances of 
sinks, bath-tubs, and water-closets are used. 
The inventive genius of the mechanics to 
contribute convenience and comfort to city 
life has outrun the inspection of the sanitary 
agents and the researches of the chemists 
with a view to the protection of good health. 
The fact is now generally accepted that much 
of the sickness of city life may be traced to 
soewer-gases; but it still remains, we believe, 
to analyze the nature of the various gases 
that contribute to the general evil, and no 
simple and practicable means have yet been 
approved for preventing their entrance 
into the living apartments. ‘The progress in 
the investigation thus far has been limited 
to a demonstration of the errors under 
which people have satisfied themselves that 
they have been amply protected when they 
were not. It has been ascertained, for in- 
stance, that it is not the bad-smelling gases 
alone that are injurious,—such gases carry a 
warning with them; but there are others 
which, without disturbing the nasal comfort 
or sense of security, are equally menacing to 
good health. It was also the prevailing be- 
lief that the dangers and offensiveness came 
from the carbonic gas, which, being heavy, 
may be kept down by water, but it has now 
been ascertained that there are lighter gases 


that make their way through the water, lie 


on top of it, and diffuse themselves through 
the openings when the wind isin the right 
direction. It is not safe, therefore, to 
conclude that the traps are out of order, 
and to think that a plumber. can 
remove the trouble. Asa matter of fact, it 
has now become very doubiful whether any 
system of plumbing yet contrived will pro- 
tect a house thoroughly, and attention has 
been very properly directed to the subject of 
ventilation. 

There have been some recent experiments 
in New York which have thrown more light 
upon this evil than we have ever had before. 
The Board of Health in that city have caused 
a complete specimen of house-plumbing 
apparatus to be erected in a room at Police 
Headquarters and connected with the sewer. 
In order to show the operation of the water 
and gases the pipes and traps have been 
made of glass, so that their working can be 
seen. The following is a description of the 
apparatus : 


Near the floor a large sink, euch as might be 
found in any one of 10,000 dwellings in this city, 
has been placed. and below it an ordinary 8 trap, 
made not of lead, however, but of glass-tubing, 
for the purpose of permitting an observer to watch 
the flow of water through it. A few feet above 
this is a zinc-lined box, witha water-tap above it, 
to representa basin or sink upon another floor. 
This connects with the s > upright waste-vipe 
and with a trap, made like the other, of glass. 
Still higher up the wall. below the reservoir tank, 
is another S trap of glass, through which a good 
head of water may be turned from the tank above 
Just such a rush of water down the pipe as might 
occur by the throwing open of-tbe waste of a bath- 
tubon the upper floor of a first-class dwelling, or 
of a deluge of water from a pail or wash-tab into 
the upper basin of a tenement-house. The waste- 
pipe has a chain attached to a valve, allowing it to 
be closed above the upper trap, as in the ola and 
generally followed practice of New York plumbers, 
or it mav be thrown open to tne roof, as recom- 
mended in ali later works on sanitary engineering, 
and by the Board of Health in its reports on de- 


| fective plumbing and house drainage, published 


for public information. 

It has been a generally-recc{ved opinion, 
confirmed usually by physicians, that a lib- 
eral flooding of the pipes with water, with a 
good system of traps to hold water, carries 
off the gases; but the observation of the 
experiments made with the glass apparatus 
has proved the contrary. It was found that 
the opening of the sink by the withdrawal of 
the stoppage-plug and the flushing of the 
pipes created a suction on the traps above 
that soon withdrew the standing water and 
left a free passage for the air and gases. 
Such flushing of the kitchen-sink in the 
evening after the wash-basins, bath-tubs, or 


| closets above have been used for the last 


time during that day would drain the traps 
of water and afford a free passage for the 
gases during the night, To remedy this, it 
would be necessary to keep water moving 
constantly, which is usually forbidden 
by the authorities, and which is, 
besides, open to many objections. 
This experiment was repeated after 
a free communication was attached 
from the top of the waste-pipe to the roof, 
and then it was found that the upper trap 
was protected. Another experiment, how- 
ever, in which the flushing of the waste-pipe 
was made from the top, showed that the 
suction affected the lower trap as it had 
previously affected the upper, thus leaving a 
passage for the sewer-gases into the sink. 


From this it was concluded that compiete 


protection could only be secured by attach- 
ing an air-pipe between each trap and the 
roof of the house. It is proper to say that 
these experiments were not confined to any 
one system of traps, but that all the patent 
contrivances offered for trial were tested 
with the same results of failure. 

It amounts to almost a scientific conclusion, 
then, that immunity from the dangers of 
sewer-gas can only be secured through an 
elaborate and thorough system of ventilation. 
Even if traps could be invented that would 
overcome the suction which results from 
flooding the pipes, it is now known to be a 
fact that there still remains a serious danger 
from the permeation of the lighter gases 
through the standing water in the trap, and 
from evaporation of the water after standing 
foratime. Itis only through ventilation, 
therefore, that these pernicious agencies can 
be controlled, But there are thousands 
of houses in our large cities which 
will remain for many years ‘whose owners 
or occupants are too careless or cannot afford 
to attach the elaborate system of air-pipes 
which seem to be necessary, judging from 
the New York experiments, aud there will 


be hundreds and even thousands more con- 


structed from this time on without incurring 
the extra expense of a complete system of 
ventilation. In the meantime, some private 
experiments have resulted in a simpler plan, 
which at least guarantees a much superior 
protection to any that can be acquired 
through traps alone. It has been found that 
by making an opening into a chimney and car- 
rying an air-pipe to it from the waste-pipe 
below the traps, a relief from the mephitic 
gases is obtained, and probably a considera- 
ble protection against all kinds of sewer-gas. 
This is a process which is not nearly so ex- 
pensive as carrying air-pipes into the roof, 
aud its service is of the same nature as the 
other. It affords not only a larger opening 
for the light gases to escape than they 
can find through the traps, but 
also an air-passage which will operate to pre- 
vent the suction that drains the traps of the 
water after the water-pipe has been flooded. 
When tiere is a fire there is an additional 
draft which will help suck in the foul air and 
gases through the chimney, and so eject 
them into the open air; for this reason, it 
is better to attach the air-pipe to the kitchen- 
chimney, which is supplied with the draft 
from a fire all the year around; but, where 
this is not practicable, then such an attach. 
ment should be made with the furnace-chim- 
ney. We beliéve that intelligent plumbers 
will all approve this plan. The sanitary 
authorities of our cities should also give 
proper attention to the suggestion, already 
noticed by Taz Trreuneg, that the men-traps 
in the street connecting with the sewers 
should be covered with perforated iron-grat- 
ing instead of closed tops; the man-traps 
will then furnish escapes for the gases from 
the main sewers that are driven back by the 
wind into dwellings. It is believed that 
these gases become innocuous as soon as 
they reach the open air. It will be a long 
time, however, before the authorities of 
cities can be made to take the matter in 
hand, and meantime every householder 
should begin to ventilate for himself. 


IRISH TASTES AND TENDENCIES. 

The debate in the British Parliament on 
the Lrrrum murder has developed some 
strange statements, and perhaps none more 
surprising than those adduced by Earl Dun- 
RAVEN in his speech in the House of 
Lords. He has discovered, and holds him- 
self responsible for saying, that the Irish 
are not a Celtic people, or a naturally agri- 
cultural people, or a people of dispossessed 
small proprietors clinging to their ancient 
estates, or a people wedded to Catholicity ! 
This array of negations is impressive. Each 
member of it overthrows a cherished belief. 
We had supposed, for instance, that it was 
perfectly safe to say that the Irish were a 
Celtic people,—so safe, indeed, that the as- 
sertion would be a truism, and a contrary 
statement like a denial of the earth's motion 
or of the universal laws of matter. ‘There 
has seemed to be an affinity between the 
Highland Scotch, Welsh, French, and 
Irish which has hitherto been accounted 
for by a reference to their common Celtic 
origin. But Lord Dunraven declares that 
this common origin is imaginary. ** The 
Irishman whom we see,” he is reported as 
saying, has probably as much of Danish, 
Norman, and Anglo-Saxon as of Celtic blood 
in his veins.” 

As to the Irish being naturally not an ag- 
ricultural people, there is room for aaiffer- 
ence of opinion with Lord Dunraven. It is 
true that they do not engage any more than 
they can help in the cultivation of the soil in 
Ireland; but whether their choice of pursuits 
is due to a natural indisposition to farn-la- 
bor, or to an innate taste for town.-life, 
does not so clearly appear. They have had 
some reasons to withdraw from the pains 
and pleasures of agriculture in their own 
country since they have found that the pains 
so largely exceeded the pleasures. It has 
been pot-luck, or no luck at all, with them 
for four centuries, When not engaged iu re- 
pelling foreign invasion they have been plung- 
ed in intestine warfare. The Ever-Faithful 
Isle has been an ever-fertile isle, and has 
been the more hotly disputed for on that ac- 
count. When it finally passed under the 
control of England, a new race of landlords, 
holding their tenures by right of conquest, 
was imposed upon it: They sacked and 
pillaged the country more effectually than 
the armies of Cromweiu or WLIAX III. had 
done. The tillers of the soil were not per- 
mitted to have more than a bare margin be- 
tween their actual living wants and the 
proportion of products they were compelled 
to payinrent. Famine frequently caught 
them, and no Irishman was esteemed so 
happy or so lucky asthe one who left his 
native land forever. We think it not sur- 
prising, under the circumstances, that the 
Irish did not grow fond of an agricult- 
ural life. Nor was it surprising that 
they did not carry with them to 
their new homes, wherever they might 
be, a love of country-life. Centuries 
of experience had taught them to flee the 
ountry and live in cities, where the ordinary 


principles of commercial honor insured them 


at least a fair day's pay for a fair day’s work. 
It is a great misfortune that these notions— 


well enough adapted for Ireland, but utterly 
misapplied in America—have beenso largely 
brought to this country. The Irish in Amer- 
ica would be happier and the country more 
prosperous if, on coming to this country, 
they had more generally followed the example 
of the Germans and taken up cheap or unoc- 
cupied lands according to their wants. But 
the fact thet they have chosen to do other- 
wise does not so certainly indicate, as Lord 
Dunraven seems to think it does, that 
they are naturaily not an agricult- 
ural people. They have hitherto not had 
an opportunity to develop their natural dis- 
positions in this respect. No nation not 
composed of fools would cultivate the soil 
under the conditions imposed by the English 
owners on their Irish tenants. As these 
conditions have been withdrawn, and the 
Irish have become accustomed to the idea of 
free labor on free soil, they have entered 
more on the possession of farms. There has 
been a notable movement of this sort in New 
England of late. In New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, and Maine there are many thousands, 
perhaps from 20,000 to 30,000, small farms 
gradually coming into the market, the native 
population retiring from them to seek em- 
ployment elsewhere. ‘These are being taken 
up by the French Canadians and Irish in 
about equal proportions. The growth of the 
Catholic population due to the immigration 
of these two elements is evidenced in the 
fact that within eighteen years there has 
been an increase in the number of Roman 
Catholic Bishops in New England of from 
one to eight. Whatever may be the nat- 
urel” disinclination of .the Irish to agricult- 
ural labors in their own country, thétr 
objections are gradually being overcome in 
New England. 

Lord DunraveEn’s argument proceeds in an 
equally ingenious manner to show that the 
Irish peasantry have no hereditary attach- 
ment to the soil, and that their persecution 
as Catholics bas been due to the excesses of 
Catholics on the Contivent, which has caused 
retaliation in Ireland. It is not worth the 
while to refute these statements in turn, 
even though they could be easily refuted. 
They are noticeable more for their curious 
originality than for their historical impor- 
tance. They may lead eventually to conclu- 
sions as serious as that an Irishman, besides 
being no saint and no Celt, does not admire 
a pretty girl or a brave man, or know the 
companionable qualities of potheen, or love 
a scrap of a scrimmage with a shillelah. But 
uutil these assertions are established on bet- 
ter authority than Lord Duwnaven’s, we 
shall be in favor of retaining the old no- 
tion of the Irish race as inclined to do about 
right as between man and man,—too gen- 
erous to its friends to have always ample 
charity for its enemies; but, withal, witty, 
cheerful, and industrious in its own good 
time and manner. 


DEREY’S SUCCESSFUL FINESSE. 

Lord Dersy’s speech in explanation of his 
resiguation was received by the Tory press 
of England, and particularly by the Sutur- 
day Review, with expressions of consterna- 
tion and disgust. Affecting not to under- 
stand his full meaning, and crediting his 
Lordship with amiable but mistaken inten- 
tions, the editors still found in his published 
utterances much that demanded rebuke. 
They characterized his statement, that he 
resigned in consequence of proposals of 
Government not made public, as ‘‘a grave 
indiscretion.” His explanation of the selfish 
policy of Lovis Naporzon during the Ori- 
mean War, which induced him, for personal 
reasons, to sacrifice 100,000 French lives in 
supporting England's quarrel; of the be- 
nevolent neutrality of Brsmarcx during the 
war just concluded; and, generally, of the 
difficulty or impossibility of securing a Con- 
tinental alliance, was pronounced not con- 
sistent either with good tasie or good judg- 
ment.” But the part of his speech which 
provoked the greatest outcry had reference to 
Austria. He expressed an affronting doubt 
of the solvency and even of the permanent 
national existence of Austria.” An unsuc- 
cessful campaign, he declared, ‘* would 
probably break Austria into fragments.” 
This public recognition of the unfortunate 
internal dissensions of Austria was well cal- 
culated, the Saturday Meview observed, to 
break off the negotiations for an alliance 
which the speaker professed to be anxious to 
obtain. For if it is once admitted that the 
Germaus in Austria follow the lead of Bis- 
MaRCK, and the Sclavs uphold Russia as 
against Turkey or any Power assisting 
Turkey, Austria may as well be counted out 
of the fight. The mention of these dissen- 
sions in the English Parliament by one so 
lately the Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs could hardly fail to alienate the affec- 
tions of that party in Austria which had fa- 
vored an English alliance. If Lord Dersy 
had desired to break off that alliance, he could 
not have proceeded more ingeniously to ac- 
complish his purpose than by delivering the 
speech in question. 

This was the condition of English Con- 
servative opinion after the delivery of Lord 
Dexpy’'s speech and before the revelation of 
the secret plans of the Government which 
caused his resignation. The next develop- 
ment took place when it was announced that 
the Government had ordered the transporta- 
tion of 7,000 native troops of India to Malta, 
to be followed, if necessary, by the 
whole force of 200,000 blacks, with 
the ulterior design of recruiting fresh 
levies in the event of an European 
war. This, it at once appeared, was 
the plan of the Government which Lord 
Dersy could not sauction, the persistence in 
which caused his retirement from the Cabi- 
net, and perhaps influenced Disragni to 
choose as his successor the Secretary of State 
for India, who would naturally be interested 
in the promotion of so vast an Indian 
project. Now the murder was ont. It 
caused amazement in all ranks of English 
society. All the Liberal press and poli- 
ticians denounced it. The moderate Con- 
servatives were staggered. Only the 
thick-and-thin supporters of the Govern- 
ment stood by it. The Spectator summed 
up the argument against this unprecedented 
movement in one of the strongest articles 
called out by the war negotiations. It ob- 
jected to the employment of Indian troops 
in Europe as an unwise expedient, be- 
cause involving the same practice in 
future wars, and imperiling the fabric of 
civilization itself.

A Large Force at Work Excava- 
ting the Mill Ruins. 


Eighteen Lives Now Known to 
Have Been Lost. 


Additional Statements Regard- 
ing Losses and Insur 
ance, | 


An Immense Structure to Rise from the Site 
of the Washburn ‘‘ A.” 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 4.—Interest on the scene 
of the great mill disaster of Thursday centres 
mainly in the search in the ruins for additional 
remains, in more accurate estimates of the 
money loss, and in the prospects for rebuilding. 
Working parties are industriously engaged 
upon the ruins, but their operations are neces- 
sarily confined to the outer side of the wreck 
on aceount of the heat and smoke still remain- 
A large gang has been em- 
ployed in clearing the broken timbers and the 
stone of the east wall of the Washburn Mill 
from the canal, which seems literally choked 
with debris. Between the Washburn and Pet- 
titt-Robinson, Zenith, and Galaxy, which stood 


opposite 
THE CRUSHED AND CRUMBLING WALLS 


of Washburn “A’”’ are being gradually moved 
away from the exposed foundations, and anoth- 
er force of men was employed yesterdav in sav- 
ing the masses of wheat which had only been 
partially injured by the fire, and lies in great 
heaps at the westerly end of the building. 

The debris still smokes and steams, and occa- 
sional flames leap up. The engines have been 
playing upon the buildings all day. Two safes 
have been taken from the ashes,—those of Pet- 
titt, Robinson & Co.,—both of which are intact. 

The uumber of dead is now 

SWELLED TO EIGHTEEN, 
the names of Jacob Rhodes and John Grand- 
man being added to those sent last night. The 
bodies of eight of the eighteen have been re- 
covered. Ten more are buried in the ruins, of 
which number eight are inthe ruins of the 
Washburn Mill, one in the ruins of the Zenith, 
and one in the ruins of the Humboldt. Al- 
most every semblauce to humanity has deen 
obliterated by the cruel heat that lett only 
charred and blackened trunks in some cases, 
and in others only a few handfulls of 
BLACKENED BONES, 
which crumble at atouch. Three of the num- 
ber were identified last night as Clark Wilber, 
John Boyer, and E. W. Burbank, watchman. 
These and others were identified by such arti- 
cles as keys, knives, etc. A fifth body is identi- 
fied by incidents of bis death as that of the boy 
Jacob Rhodes. It is he whose tragic death was 
witnessed by a crowd on the railroad track, and 
who was first supposed to be Jonn Boyer. The 
other reniains are believed to be those of Pat- 
rick Judd, Cyrus Ewing, and Peter Holberg.

Speculation continues to be rife as to the 
origin. of the explosion. The theory of Mr. 
Christian, of the fire originating in the friction 
of the dry stones, communicating to an explo- 
sive gas generated from mill-dust, is generally 
received. Another theory is that the building 
became supercharged with electricity thrown 
off from the shafts, and not neutralized by 
conductors. Hence other charge which caused 
the destruction and communicateé the fire. 

WILL REBUILD. 

As to the mills, no doubt is entertained that 
all will be rebuilt at once. Gen. Washburn, 
who is here, states that he will put up a mill 
on the ruins of the Washburn ‘ A.“ which, it is 
believed, will be the largest in the world, con- 
taining fifty runs of stone. The new mill will 
be larger on the ground than the old one, and 
contain improved machinery. The other pro- 
prietors are less definite in their statements, 
but all propose to rebuild. The Mill Compa- 
ny’s elevator has been a losing investment, and 
its rebuilding is doubtful.

THE SOUTHWESTERN RAILWAY 
ASSOCIATION, 

The meeting of the managers and General 
Freight Agents of the roads interested in the 
Missouri River business bas resulted in a peace- 
ful settlement of the difficulties which brought 


about the late disastrous war. Neither the 
Chicago nor the St. Louis managers were very 
anxious to have the war last, and for this reason 
they were willing to make concessions to each 
other. The arrangement may be termed a 
compromise, and neither Chicago nor St. Louis 
can claim a victory, as neither gained the 
points for which it was contending. The St. 
Louis managers insisted on a readjustment 
of the through rates from the East, claiming 
that the present tariff discriminated badly 
against them. The Chicago managers, on the 
other hand, refused to make concessions in this 
respect, as they believed themselves to be en- 
titled to the difference in rates heretoiore made. 
No headway could be made in this matter, aud 
finally it was found that the only way to bridge 
the bloody chasm which bad separated Chicago 
and St. Louis during the last icw months was 
a re-establishment of the pool between the 
various roads leading to Missouri Kiver points, 
and, consequently this plan was adopted and 
peace once more restored. The Committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Riddle, MeMullm, McKissock, 
‘Talmage, Hopxins, aud Carson, appointed at 
Friday’s meeting completed their labors ycster- 
day afternoon, and at 2 0’clock revorted a plan 
for the pooling of the tonnage known as the 
Southwest Missouri River traffic—which was 
finaily adopted. Ihe plan divides the Missouri 
River business into three divisious—the Chicago 
Division, consisting of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, Chi- 
eago & Alton, Hannibal & St. Joe (Quincy 
business), and Kansas City, St. Joe & Coua- 
cil Bluffs; the St. Lou's Division, consist- 
ing of the Missouri Pacific and St. Louis, 
Kansas Citv & Northern; and the Hanni- 
bal Division, consisting of the Hannibal 
& St. Joe (Hannibal business) and Wabash. It 
will be seen by this that the Wabash is the only 
road that has gained a point, being admitte ! 
into the on a portion of the business. The 
Chicago Division will get 45 per cent of the 
business, the St. Louis Division 45 per cent, and 
the Hannibal Division 10 per cent, the rates to 
be adjusted from time to time so as to secure 
to each division its proper share of business. 
The arrangement takes in all the business pass- 


ing to or through Kansas City, St. Joseph, 


Leavenworth, and Atchison, also the business 
passing to or through all Mississippi River 

ints—Sc. Louis, Louisiana, Hannibal, Quincy, 

urlington, Davenport, and Chicago. It will be 
seen that this pool differs radically from the old 
one. While under the old arrangement the cross 
earnings were pooled, under the new arrange- 
ment the tonnage is divided similar to the di- 
vision of tonnage by the New York pool, and 
while the old arrangement included the Mis- 
souri River business only, this one embraces 
also the business to Mississippi River points. 
The new combination will be known as the 
Southwestern Railway Association. Mr. H. Hi. 
Courtwright, Commercial..Agent of the St. 
Louis roads, and John Crampton, Commercial 
Agents ot the Chicago roads at Kansas City, 
will remain at that place as the Commercial 
Agent of the new Association, while Mr. J. W. 
Midgelev remains in Chicago as Commissioner. 
The new arrangement will go into effect Mon- 
day, and is to remain in existence until Jan. 1. 
1879. 

It was also agreed that 40 per cent of the 
excess carried by any Division is to be retained 
for expenses while tne other 60 per cent has to 
be turned over to the otber Divisions. 

in regard to the Colorado business, which is 
also greatly unsettled, it was resqtved that here- 
after full local rates on all this kind of business 
shall be charged, provided the various roads 
leading from St. Louis and Chicago to Council 
Bluffs will do the same. No other action in re- 
gard to the Colorado difficulties could be taken, 
as there are roads concerned in that business vot 
belonging to the Southwestern Railway combi- 
nation. 

Fhe immediate effect of the formation of the 
new pool was the restoration of the rates that 
were in force previous to the beginning of the 
present war. The West-bound rates will, on 
aud after Monday, be as f6llows: From Chi- 
cago to St. Joseph, West St. Joseph, Atchison, 
Leavenworth, and Kansas City, 85 cents first 
class; 70 cents second class; 45 cents third 
class; 30 cents fourth class; 25 cents special 
class; $75 class A; $60 class B; 840 class C; 23 
cents lumber. From St. Louis, Louisiana, Han- 
niba!, Quincy, and Burlington, 6 cents 
first class; 50 cents second class; 35 
cents third class; 25 cents fourth 
class; 20 cents special class: 850 
Class A; $40 class B; 830 class C, 15 cents lum- 
ber. Ihe East bound rates will be as follows: 
From St. Joseph, West St. Joseph, Atchison, 
Leavenworth, and Kansas City to Chicago 75 
cents first-class; 60 cents second-class; 45 cents 
third-class; 2 cents fourth-class:. 2 cents 
wheat; 20 cents corn, rye, oats, and barley; 50 
cents flour; 25 cents beef, pork, and other meats 
in boxes, barrels, or tierces; 45 cents dressed 
hogs, beef, and mutton, in refrigerator cars. 
and 40 cents in common cars, $67.50 live stock.

Much credit is given 
to Commissioner Fink for the favorable result 
of the meeting. His energetic efforts in the 
first place brought about the coming together 
in this city of the managers of the roads inter- 
ested in the Missouri River business. He also 
sent along letter full of compliments to the 
Western Managers for their usual sagacity and 
good judgment and their desire to act fairly 
with one another. This soft-soaping epistie 
had a very soothing effect and made the man- 
agers feel proud of themselves. It imbued 
them with a determination to show Mr. Fink 
that they were really as good as he had told 
them they were, and therefore they met each 
otber ina much more conciliatory spirit than 
they would otherwise have done. Mr. Fink 
evidently understands the meu be has to deal 
with and treats them accordingly.

HYDE PARK. 


The Board of Trustees met at the Village-Hall 
last evening, all the members present. The Presi- 
dent, John I. Bennett, read his inaugural address. 
He recommended as a proper policy to be pursued 
by the Board during the ensuing year that economy 
be practiced, no new enterprises undertaken, and 
all old ones abandonea. He estimated the . 
gute village indebtedness at $700,000. which he 
recommendea should be reduced to $400,000 im- 
mediately, in part by the collection of uncollected 
taxes. tax-certificates, and assessments; that these 
items should be collected by the Comptroller; that 
the special improvement funds should be expend- 
ed, if needed, after paying all indebtedness; that 
the ordinance entitled Street Labor should be 
enforced, requiring male inhabitants over 21 and 
under 50 years of age to work on the streets, 
which will save $10,000 per year for street 
repairs; that no improvement be undertaken until 
the money isin the Treasury; that the South Chi- 
cago pumping- works should be abandoned. 

In reference to dissolvin 3 between 
the Town of Lake and the Village of Hyde Park 
on water-works, he thought it could not be done 
until the village is able to build anew, or pay Lake 
for her share. A rule should be adopted to locate 
lamp-posts, and that, in view of the large number 
of gas copsumers, the price should be reduced to 
all users. As the atlas was nearly finished it 
should be completed. There should be more 
cattle-pounds established, apd the ordinance 
closely kept. Owing to the many burglaries, the 
police would not be reduced, but to render them 
more efficient they should be mounted. As there 
were so many vagrants and other criminals around 
the town, there should be & stone quarry pur- 
chased on the Stony Island boulevard 
or the lake shore, and the men under 
arrest set to work to make roads. All the 
unnecessary expense could be cut down, and in a 
suort time the people could live without bel 
burdened by such fearful taxation. With gas an 
water cheaper than in the city, with — schools, 
with room for all children, with all things bloom- 
ing, Hyde Park would be a little heaven on eartn. 

The address was accepted. 

The License Committee then reported, granting 
the petition of Egandale that no saloon license 
should be pate in that locality. 

One hundred citizens of Roseland petitioned and 
sent up a delegation headed by Capt. O’Counnor, 
asking that the Chicago & Thornton Road be re-

THE COMMUNE IN RICHMOND. 


Au Incident of the Rebellion. 
Washington Star. 

Maj. John M. Daniel, of Virginia, gives the 
following graphic account of the appearance 
aud operations of Communists in Richmond dur- 
ing the Rebellion, and how they were suppress- 
ed: 

When Harper's Ferry was captured at the 
beginuing of the War, all the available machin- 
ery for the manufacture of arms was taken to 
Richmond. Ilunderds of workmen avd their 
wives and daughters had been employed in the 
arsenals and machine shops, and they followed 
the machinery to the Capital in searcliof employ- 
ment. They got it. For a time they were reg- 
ularly paid in good money, and everything 
moved smoothly. But gs the curreacy depre- 
ciated they began to suffer. The money recciv- 
ed by the workmen would not support their 
families. As the War progressed Confederate 
notes became almost valueless. Grant had his 
hana on the throat of the Confederacyat Peters- 
burg. The wages of the workmen would not 


purchase food fo® their families. They protest- 
ed, but in vain. They were too patriotic to 
organize arevolution. Their women, however, 
furmed a secret society based on Communistic 
principles. ‘They secmed to have held that their 
husbands were working for the Confedcracy, 
and that the Confederacy was the only safety of 
the grocers aud shopkeepers. Without clothing 
and provisions their husbands and sons must 
stop work. This would cut off necessary muni- 
tions and supplies, the Goverment would fall, 
and all be involved in ope common ruin. To 
avoid this, a general division of food aud cloth- 
ing must be made. 
of laborers and mechanics throughvet the 
Capital generally joined in the movement. 
While standing in Main street one morning 
the Major witnessed an extraordinary scene. 
Hundreds of women suduenly appeared. The 
broad avenue was filled withthem. They came 
filling in from the cross streets by platoons ana 
began to sack the stores. MHollow-eved and 
gaunt with hunger, nobody dared resist them. 
A crowd of men huvg upon the outskirts, offer- 
ing no interference and expressing no sympathy 
for the shopkeepers. The women took the 
stores in liue, one after the other. They pro- 
ceeded systematically. The goods Were pied 
upon wagons drawn by horses driven by female 
sympathizers. Not a word was spoken. The 
work was done with terribie earnestnyuss. When 
the mob entered a grocery a certain percentage 
of them piled up the goods upon the outstretch- 
ed arms of the others, aud they were borue to 
the streets and dumped igto the wagons. The 
women had it all their own way, Neither 
soldiers por police were in sight. Meanwhile 
Other women heard what 
was going on and flocked to Main street for a 
share of the plunder. Not a man joined them, 
and for a long time no one made an effort to 
stop them. At last Congressman Baldwin, of 
Virginia, jumped upoa a dry-goods box and 
made an impassioned appeal for the law and 
order. He might as well have talked to the 
wind. No one paid the least attention to him. 
The women went on with thetr sacking, and the 
bystanders drowned Baldwin’s voice with their 
whoops and cheers. 
‘*While 1 was gazing at the scene,“ said the 
Major, “‘ 1 saw a Captain of an Alabama cavalry 
regimeut, with whom | bad a slight acquaintance. 
We were both in uniform. We agreed that 
something ought to be done to restore order and 
stop the robbery. At his suggestion we station- 
ed ourselves at the door of a store already over- 
run. lu a few seconds a Virago tried to pass us. 
Her cheeks and lips were 
red, but she had a pinched, starved look, and an 
She carried in her arms a half 
dozen bars of vellow soap, a piece of dress silk, 


a long box of stockings, aud some raisins and 


herrings. I said: 
Madam, I be 
forgetting yourscif.

permitted to leave this store with them.’ 
She looked at me,“ said the Major, “'in fa 
wild way, a8 though endeavoring tocomprehend 


what I had said, and then went tothe counter 


and threw down the goods. As she came back 
she deliberately took me by thé arm ind slung 
me from her with such force that 1 went spin- 
ning around like a top, and struck the front of the 
building so hard that it took the breath out of 
me. She then quietly gathered up her load 
from the counter aud walked out. The Alabama 
Captain looked at me and laughed, but kept his 
hands in his pockets and said nothing. I told 
bim I thought we were out of place and he 
nodded. We concluded after that to remain 
simple spectators. 

Meanwhile the women were approaching the 
The Hebrews were credited 
with great wealth. It was said that they had 
made barrels of money outof the Confederacy, 
and the female Communig#s went at them with- 
out a qualm of conscience. Moses and Isaac, 
however, had heard what was going on above 
and tried to protect themselves. They put up 
their shutters, barricaded their doors, ran up- 


second story windows. But the women were 
not dismaved. While some of them ran for 
axes, others found a long piece of scantling and 
used it asa battering ram. The first door flew 
open, amid the cheers of the outsiders, followed 
by a wail of sorrow from the Jews. “Oh, mind 
Kott! mine Kott! Tish ruined! [ish ruined!’’ 
was the cry. But they made no further defense. 


to attemp* it, for if one of the female robbers 
had been hurt, the crowd of husbands and 
brothers would surely have aveuged it. 
‘And so,” said the Major, “the spoliation 
continued. At last a rumor ran through the 
street, ‘the Governor is coming.’ It proved 
true. Down the ulll came Gov. Letther, accom- 
ied by his staff and a ſew friends. He as- 
ended a cart and made a speech, which had as 
much effect as such speeches usually do have. 
The mob of women kept steadily at work, and 
the Governor pumped himself dry without pro- 
ducing the least effect. The crowd on the out- 
skirts opened respectfully for him to pass out, 
and the Jews moaued more pitiful than ever. 
The women pitched in with renewed vigor, and 
shawls, sugar, poplins, bottles of pickles, rib- 
bons, washing soda, muslins, and bags of hominy, 
were pitched in the wagons at the doors. Then 
a second rumor spread over the crowd. The 
President was coming. This also proved true. 
President Davis rode down from the Capitol, 
followed by Capt. Gay, with a hundred of the 
Guards. He mounted a wagon, and everybody 
was silent. I had seen him several times, but 
had never heard him speak. So I forced m 
way within ten feet of him and stood re auton | 
It was the most eloquent speech I ever hara. 
Tall and sicnder, he swayed with emotions like 
the willow inthe wind. His words were care- 
fully chosen. He spoke oi his experience in 
he Mexican war, and while expressing his 
deepest sympathy with the sorrows and suffer- 
ings of the children of the Confederacy, sternly 
maiutained the necessity of law and order.“ 

The Major heard that manv of the women 
stopped pillaging, and gathered at a distance 
listening to the words that they could catch. 
At the close of the specch the President took 
out his watch and gazcd at it long and earnestly. 

„Capt. Gay,’ said he ‘order your men to 
load with bali cartridges.“ 

The order was obeyed, and the ringing of 
ramrods was heard. Ihe crowd began to give 
way. 

Capt. Gay,’ said the President, still look- 
ing at his watch, ‘if this street is not cleared 
within five minutes, order your men to fire dawn 
Main street until it is cleared.’ “ 

“Mr. Davis rode away. Within three minutes 
there was not a soul in sight but the Guards. 
Tne mob funneled itself into the side streets. 
Those nearest the President gave the informa- 
tion to those in front, and rushed against them 
with the force of a wave. ‘They are going to 
tire!’ The words were heard by the pilferers in 
the stores. Thev knew the character of Jefferson 
Davis, and they knew the reputation of old 
Capt. Gay. Where Davis would not flinch from 
giving an order, Gay would not flinch from obey- 
ing it. The women dispersed as suddenly as 
they came,-and that was the end of the female 
Commune. They never held another meeting.“

And yet, if the delays that 
yourcorrespondent has encountered at this office and 
at Chicago are supplemented by a correspondin 
number among business men, the maragement o 
the mails is by no means creditable to those who 
have the matter in charge.

The first day of May, which is everybody's mov- 
ing day, is past, and there are more houses labeled 
To Let” thanthave;been seen before in Milwaukee 
for many years at this season. Rentsare at least 
10 per cent lower than last year, and houses are 
better. the old ones being repaired and improved 
and new ones being erected with all the modern 
conveniences, and yet the tenantless dwellings are 
too numerous not to-excite remark. There has 


been a large number of new houses erected in the 
city during the past three years, but not 


more, it 
was generally believed, than was necessary to sup- 
ply the ever-increasing demand that is made by the 
annual additions to our population, so that the rea- 
son must be found in anvther direction 
for these empty houses. There has undoubtedly 
been an exodus bere during tue last winter and 
spring that has relieved the city of a considerable 
portion of its population, A number of natura) 
causes have conspired to bring about this result. 
The hard times. the scarcity of work, the increased 
expense of living in a city as compared with the 
country, are all factors in the problem of life. 
Making all due allowance, therefore, for the nat- 
ura! addition to the inhabitants by immigration, 
there still remains the fact that our population is 
leas by 5,000 or €,000 souls than it was in 1877. 
But this is not an unmixed evil; indeed, except to 
the few hundreds of landlords whose houses will 
stand empty for a while, and who will be deprived 
of rents to pay taxes with, the departure of a cer- 
tain class of people for the country is a nopeful 
sign from an economic standpoint. The city is 
benefited by geiting. rid of asurplus population 
that it Gannot afford to feed in idleness by the hand 
of charity, and which it cannot give work to 
because there is nothing todo. On the other 
hand, the country needs their labor, and has sur- 
plus food enough to feed them to fatness. 
The uncasy and dissatisfied Communist who is out 
of work, out of bread, out at the elbows, and out 
of humor with the ways of the world, and who sits 
about the saloons and corner groceries fomenting 
jealousies among different classes, would be much 
better off if he were away in the country, holding 
the plow or driving a breaking team. And the 
landlord's loss that comes from unoccupied build- 
ings is less exasperating than that which results 
from impecunious tenants who live like lords but 
who pay neither rents, debts, nor taxes. An 
idle brain is the Devil's workshop” is an adage as 
Mr. Watts put 
the who'e philosophy of it ina fine couplet when 
he wrote: 
And Satan finds some mischief stil 
For idle hands to do, 
The greatest blessing that ever hae fallen upon 
man is found in that decree which declared he 
should eat his bread in the sweat of his brow. It 
is tne idle, thriftiess, do-nothing classee that raise 
the devil, or, to speak more correctiy, which is 
raised by that personage into Conspicuous badness. 
if Chicago could empty 50,000 of its unemployed 
men and women on to the farms of Central Illinois, 
or, still better. induce them take advantage of 
the Homestead law and squat on a quarter secti on 
of good land in Nebraska or Dakota and make a 
hore for themselves and children, the city and 
all concerned would be the better for it.

A RELIGIOUS DROUGHT, 

A most remarkable religious drought has prevail- 
ed among all the Milwaukee churches during the 
pastsix months. The winter season is generaliy 
the one selected for revivais, and for that spirit- 
ual harvest that sends a crop of converts into the 
granary of the different denominations: but no 
refreshing season has been experienced, —at least 
the customary ‘‘protracted meetings” have not 
been inaugurated in a single evangelical church 
during the year. Not that Milwaukee does not 
contain able, and zealous, and deeply religious 
ministers; not that the churches are empty or 
indifferent to the cause of the Master; not chat 
practical religion is dying out for want of adher- 
ents, —for we haveall this and more: but the old 
method of ‘‘getting religion amid the excite- 
ment and uproar of a crowded assemblage is vet 
ting out of fashion. Superstition and fear, those 
two great factors which were used with such suc- 
cess by Finney, Birchard, Hammond, Van Cott, 
et al., in saving souls, have lost much 
of their power, and are being supplanted 
by reason, and an enlizhtened com- 
mon sense. The tactics of the priests 
must be changed. Men can be reasoned into join- 
ing a Church, but they can no longer be frightened 
into it. Even the Methodist Churches here, that 
can raise steam when nobody else can, have been 
as cold asthe rest, andthe whole crowd of them 
have been praying fora spiritual shower that has 
failed to come. Nor is there any occasion to 
lament this state of things. The old regime was 
one of fire and brimstone; of endless hell and a 
bellef that you onght to be damned before you 
could be fit to be saved. But all that is fast fading 
out of the public mind with the growth of intel- 
ligence, just asachiid’s belief in the existence of 
Santa Claus fades before the lignt of mature 
reason. Faith and belief, once held so prominent 
in the necessary tests of a religious profession, 
are made to take their places below the utility of 
practial Christian worth aud work. And here in 
Milwaukee the churches may not resound with 
groans and bellowings from the anxious seat or 
a nen corner, nor will a man witness the writh- 
ings of some poor victim who has been seized 
with the power,. yet he will hear 
from the pulpit the advantages of a bet- 
ter life, and the repulsiveness of a bad one 
portrayed with convincing eloquence, earnestness, 
and power. Or, if he will look into the daily lives 
and conduct of these Christian men and women 
who compose these congregations, he will find 
them engrossed with some kind of work that lies 
in the direct line of duty to their fellows as marked 
out by their Master, whom they love and are try- 
ing to serve. So that in the change from religious 
zeal and fanaticism—not entirely free from the 
errors of ignorance and superstition—to a more 
sober view of life and its obligations, both the 
professors and the world at large have been the 
gainers. That law of the survival of the fittest may 
be applied to methods of religious culture and 
worship as wellasto other evidences and forms 
of progression.

THE WEEK. 

The week opened with an intense excitement 
among the politicians of all ages, sexes, and 
parties over the confirmation of Mayor Black's 
nominees for the heads of departments. The 
names had been sent in a week before to the Com- 
mon Council, and, after a weeks stew, the first 
business of that body on Monday afternoon was to 
reject or. confirm them. The cleansing 
of Augean stables in the Greek fable 
was mere child's play in comparison with the 
work done in Milwaukee daring the interval be- 


tween the nomination and the confirmation. Ev- 
ery fellow took bif his coat, rolled up his sleeves, 
and went in to win. It was by no means a equare 
stand-up fight between Democrats and Republic- 
ans, but a fierce quarrel between Democrats them- 
selves, who had divided into two factions, both 
determined to dictate to the Mayor in regard tothe 
disposition of the little crumb of patronage at his 
cominand. suppose the most unhappy man in 
Milwaukee during the last two weeks has been his 
Honor John Black. He was very roughly handied 
during the campaign by his political opponents, but 
that was nothing but fue compared with the way 
E dogged him after his election was a certainty. 
He has experienced all the true inwardness of that 
classical allusion about the uneasiness of the head 
that wears a crown, and his $40,000 mansion has 
been literally ‘*a edge“ of disquiet and un- 
rest, instead of a place of comfort; and, when lis- 
tening to the voluntary advice of different factions, 
he no doubt often wished that he were dead.

reform; that he nailed the flag to the mast and 
should not back down. If the quarre! between the 
opposing sections of the Democratic party was vio- 
lent and bitter, it was still more acrimonious 
und intense between the Republicans and the 
Mayor's supporters. Some of the tit-for-tat 
debates on the street corners and in places of 
public resort were remarkable for their candor and 
directness, and the amount of truth told about each 
other was altogether unparalleled. For instance, 
when a Republican opened fire by denouncing the 
Mayor's adherents as the **‘ bummer element and 
the tingsters, and by asserting that Black's 
**clean sweep” was in direct opposition to Civil- 
Service reform, he was promptly answered that 
Civil-Service reform had not been the 22 de 
light of Republicans in thie city; and the inquiry 
was warmly pressed whether the removal of Gen. 
Hamilton, as United States Marshal, and the ap- 
pointment of Fink, was not made on purpose to 
ropitiate the German element, and aid the waning 
ortunes of Senator Howe? Or if the removal of 
S. C. West,—a model Postmaster, everybody said, 
— and the appointment of Payne, was the kind of 
reform needed? Or if the changes in the Custom- 
House had ever been made for any other reason 
than that the good of the party and not the good 
of the service requirea it? And as for defaications 
and malfeasance in office, a elight reference to the 
wholesale perjury, fraud, and official! corruption of 
the Government officers connected with the whisky 
raid upon the revenue was quite sufficient to end the 
debate or suddenly change the subject. These 
conversations were decidedly spicy, and convinced 
the unprejudiced listener that it 18 not safe to 
throw stones from a giass house. 

But the agony is now all over, the Mayor's ap- 
pointments have all been confirmed, except the 
Chief of the Fire Department, who declined; but 
the excitement has now taken another form. Last 
week it was purely political; this week i: is largely 
religious. Last week everybody took a hand in the 
free fight; this week the German daily press are at 
it hotter than ever. And as a religious war is pro- 
verbially more crne] and unrelenting than any 
other sort of a war, according to all history, so this 
aspect of the campaign is characterized by the ex- 
plosion of intellectual boomerangs, editorial tor- 
pedoes, and all the pomp and circumstance of 

lorious war. It is now discovered that the Catho- 

ic Church has its potent finger in the business, and 
that all of Black's appointments, except Dr. 
Wight, are Catholics. The See- ote and the Ban- 
ner are supposed to be published in the Catholic 
interest, and of course support Black, while the Her- 
old, independent, and the Germania, Republican. 
vehemently oppose him. In yesterday's issue of 
the Germania—a paper edited with unusnal ability 
and discretion—it puts its two German daily antag- 
onists, the Se¢- Bote and the Banner, upon the spit 
and toasts them with the following interrogatories, 
to which it asks for categorical answers: 

Are not John Black, Mayor, and James 8. 
White, City Comptroller, who now run the city 
machine, Roman Catholics? Ie it nota fact that 
allof the new appointments, except Wight, are 
Roman Catholics?

THE NATIONAL GAME, 

It is a serious question whether the national 
game of base- ball is not fostering more viciousness 
in the plastic minds of young men, and productive 
of more wickedness, than gambling, or horse-rac- 
ing, or billiard-playing, or all combined. It is 
well understood among the knowing ones that 
games are often sold, that the best clubs do not 
always win when a job, as well as money, is put 


up, and that betting among the young men is a 

ractice as universal as wheat-gambling is among 
he men. Betting on horse-races is not a 
very dangerous vice, because the opportunity 
for its indulgence rarely occurs, and other forms 
eof gambling of a semi-buasiness nature require too 
much money to be within the reach of impecu- 
nious young men under 20 years of age; but a few 
dollars can always be spared from a boy's pocket- 
money to bet on his favorite club. And the young 
girls lend azestto the game, not only by their 
presence, but by bettinga pair of gloves or some 
other trifle of the toilet that costs but little and 
yet begets the incipient desire to take a risk where 
the outconre is an unknown quantity. 

Another feature ef this all-prevailing vice has 
just shown itself in Milwaukee.. To the sin of 
killing a large amount of valuable time and the 
wickedness of betting on the result, they now pro- 
pose the crime of Sabbath-breaking. The follow- 
ing notice appeared yesterday morning in one of 
our city daily newspapers:

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A LONG LOOK AHEAD. 

Information comes from a strictly reliable 
private source that, Jate in the coming summer, 
ex-Gov. Fairchild will resign his Liverpool Con- 
sulateand return to these shores for the express 
purpose of going into training for the United States 
Senate, in place of Howe. This will be interest- 
ing news for Republican politicians, though by no 
means a welcome bit of intelligence to Mr. Howe. 
Gen. Fairchild served one term as Secretary of 
State, and three terms as Governor of Wisconsin, 
a distinction never enjoyed by any except himself, 
and left the Executive office one of the most pop- 
ular men that ever filled it. His candidacy for the 
United States Senate will be likely to complicate 
matters somewhat, and will probably narrow some 
of the chances that several aspirants thought they 
saw in the distant future forthemselves. If Fair- 
child really enters the lists, it will trouble the po- 
litical prophets to say who will come out ahead, 
and a discreet man had better confine himself to 
guessing who will not be chosen. Unless the tide 
of popular feeling turns suddenly and begins to 
— the other way, Senator Howe will 

ppear to better advantage by not allowing 
his name to go before the Legislature 
as a candidate for re-election. It is generally ex- 
pected that Gov. Smith has his eye on Howe's 
seat, and will appear in the race as the special 
friend and supporter of the President's Southern 
and financial policy. On these issues he would be 
strong as against Howe, and negatively also as 
against the position of Senator Cameron, who is 
understood to antagonize the President in regard 
to some aspects of the reconstruction question. 

Fairchild has becn abroad during the past five 

years, and has consequently kept himself clear of 

all entangling ailiances. He will not enter the 
race handicapped with having advocated any un- 

popular measures, but will be able to point to a 

patriotic record in the Union army and six years 

of honest service in the Gubernatorial office as 
substantial reasons for asking the suffrages of his 
fellow-citizens. His popularity with the old sol- 
diers who put down the Rebellion is well remem- 
bered, and that element of the Republican party 
would support him to the last. : 

The other candidates now talkedof are the Hon. 
Philetus Sawyer, the Hon. Horace Rublee, Judge 
Dyer, and Gen. C. C. Washburn, with several 
dark horses to turn up at the proper time. 


JOURNALISTIC. 

The long-talked-of consolidation of the two 
English Democratic papers in this city, the News 
and Commercial Times, —both dailies, —has at last 
taken place. The Times ceases to exist after three 


years of the most persistent struggle on the part ofr 


its proprietor, and the places that have known it 
will know it no more forever. Not so. however, 
with its indefatigable and talented young projector, 
Henry A. Chittenden, Jr. He goer into the con- 
solidated News, owning a quarter interest, as one 
of the editors and probprietors, with a good record 
behind him and a bright future before him. He ig 
agraduate of Late, has traveled extensively in 
Europe, has been liberalized and widened by close 
study and observation, and his journalistic train- 
ing and experience have placed him in the front 
rank of his chosen profession. He is a credit to 
any newspaper, and if the News does 
not flourish with such accomplished heads 
in its aifferent departments, it is in vain that 
any efforts be made to sustain a first-rate Demo- 
eratic daily paper in Milwaukee. There is but 
one danger ahead; that is in placing too much re- 
liance upon the patronage of the Democratic party 
to build it up. The party in Milwaukee is notwo- 
rionsly stupid and stingy,—speaking in general 
terms and with certain mental reservations, and 
when bad management is added to these draw- 
backs, itis in a fair way to speedily become ex- 
tinct. The State might have easily been carried 
for Tilden two years ago if only the ordinary biun- 
ders of the Democratic managers had been com- 
mitted, but they outdid themselves and aided 
tne Repubiicans more by the errors they were 
guilty of than the former vained by their own dis- 
cretion. But to return to the News. If the pres- 
ent proprietors will conduct their business upon 
the theory that it is honest, and entitled to succeed 
because it is right, precisely as men would conduct 
a grocery store or a mercantile establishment, giv- 
ing every man the value of his money, and placing 
no rehance on gifts, subsidies, public printing, or 
anything of a similar nature, their success will be 
assured. They have a fine field to cultivate, and 
the strongest motives thatcan possibly influence 
men to improve it.

SCORING. 

The Cincinnati papers are indulging in coneider- 
able discassion (to put it mildly) oa the subject of 
scoring. It may be summarized by saying that one 
paper publishes the scores prepared by the club 
scorer, andthe other says those scores are n. g. ; 
whereupon the friend of the official says they're 
as good or better than the other fellow's anyway, 
The only comment that is called for is that, what- 
ever difference of opinion there may be (and al- 
ways will be) about base-hits and errors, any two 
scorers ought to be able to agree every time on 
such unquestioned facts as times at bat, put outs, 
and assists, which require no discretion or judg- 
ment, and only such ability as a man must have 
to cut notches in a stick, And yet 
in last Wednesday's game the Enqurer says 
the Cincinnatie went 38 times to bat; the Commer- 
cial says 37; the Z. says the Milwankees went 40 
times; the C. says 39. Other prominent differ: 
ences are as follows, leaving out errors and hits, 
where there may aiways be an honest difference of 
opinion:

A BET DECIDED. . 

A correspondent asks that a bet be decided. He 
wants to know whether twenty of the professional 
piayers of 1870 are now under contract to first- 
class clubs. It is not hard to tell him who are 
playing now that were in 1870, but this column 
cannot well decide the ticklish additional ques- 
tion as to which are ‘‘ first-class clubs this year. 
The facts are as follows: In 1870 there were 150 
professional! players in the fifteen clubs. Of there 
108 are not playing at ail in any club that is any- 
where to be beard of. Of the remaining forty-two 
there are fourteen connected with League teams, 
as follows: Ferguson and Start with Chicago; J. 
White, Pike. and McVey with Cincinnati; Sutton, 
G. Wright, and Leonard with Boston; Carey, All- 
son, Sweasy, York, and Higham with Providence; 
and Nelson with * To these might 
be added Harry Wrght and Chapman, 
then players, now managers. That would make 
sixteen of the forty-two in the League, and would 
leave twenty-six to be accounted for. The Inter- 
national clubs have the following: A. Allison with 
Auburn; Farrow with New Bedford: Glenn and Sim- 
mons with Kochester; Barnes with Tecumseh: 
Eggier and Force with Buffalo; and Holdsworth 
with ee: Take these eight from twenty- 
six and it leaves eighteen, who are in the Athletics, 
the Franklins, the St. Louis Browns, the Broox- 
lyns, the Nationals, and other clubs of that grade 
not members of any association. So far as the bet 
goes, this column would incline to the belief that 
there were twenty in ‘*firet-classe clubs, viz. :

THE TURF. 
SOME FALSE REASONING. 

It is a dark day in the annals of the Turf, Field 
and Farm when it does not have something derog- 
atory to say of people in the West who venture to 
etate unpieasant facts about matters over which it 
imagines it holds exclusive jurisdiction. It is 
continually being touched inasore spot, because 
its cuticle has been extensively abraded by con- 
tact with stern realities not at all to ite liking, and 
instead of cauterizing these wounds and allowing 
them to heal, keeps them forever open, seemingly 
for the satisfaction of howling whenever their 
jagged edges come in contact with the outside 
world. One of its most prominent sores is the 
pool-selling question, and from present appear- 
ances it is likely to get much worse before 
it gets any better. In 1876, when the 
vill prohibiting pool-sclling in New York 
became a law, the Turf, in common with all the 
other Eastern sporting papers except the Spor(s- 
man, adopted a shilly-shalling course, refusing 
eitner to dsh or cut bait, but finally expressed ina 
mild way it's disapprobation of the obnoxious eu- 
actment. Still, although it does not possess the 
courage to either attack or defend the law which 
does away with pool-selling at race meetings, it is 
unwilling that any other publication should do so, 
and it is especially severe on the sensitive organ: 
izations of its conductors to have a Western paper 
do 80. 

Not long ago Tus Tainune ontained an article 
stating, substantially, that Ing enforcement of the 
Pool law in New York, aud ehe prospect that a 
similar one, would be enacted in Massachusetts, 
was having a depressing efect on turf interests all 
over the Kast, and that, in consequence of this 
fuct, the more prominent Eastern drivers were ar- 
ranging to bring their stables West for the coming 
campaign. This statement was based on a 
loug interview in a Boston paper with geek“ 
Bowen and other drivers of that city. and the 
well-known fact that several New York tracks 
which had in the past been financially successful 
sustained heavy losses last year. It is to this 
statement that the Tur takes offense, and ip its 
last issue it devotes conskicrabic space to an at- 
tempted refutation of the charge. Asan instance 
of an unsnccessful meeting where pools were sold, 
it instances that at Springfield, Mass., ‘last season. 
Now every horseman knows that the reason of 
Springfield's faiiure was tne fact that the Associa- 
tion was crowded out of its regular place at the 
close of the Octolateral. and forced to choose a 
week early in Juiy, when the farming population 
in its vicinity and on which it relics for the major 
portion of its 12298 was busy with the 
‘*crops"' and bad no time to attend a race meel- 
ing. Not only are horsemen aware of this fact. 
but it was forcibly impressed on the editor of the 
Turf, who attended the meeting and ou the fol- 
lowing week in the editorial columns of his paper 
alluded to the fact as follows: 

The July meeting at Springfield was not a financial 
success. The Club lost money, but it has not lost its 
nerve. Next year it wil hold its annual meeting the 
week following the races at Utica. resident Powers 
has taken his position eie and he says that he is

The Turf also cites Dexter Park as instance 
where pool-selling did not save the track from 
financial disaster, saying: Pools were sold at 
Dexter Park, nevertheless Mr. Mansur was obliged 
to take advantage of the Bankrupt law.

This kind of alleged reasoning will not do. The 
fact that the passage of the Pool lawin Massachu- 
setts and New York has seriously crippled turf in- 
terests in both those States is admitted by every- 
body who claims to know or care anything about 
the matter except the Smugglerite who runs the 
Turf, and as his opinion is rapidly depreciating in 
value, its promulgation at his time will not be at- 
tended with marked results.

‘‘ERIK’S GUIDE TO THE TURF.”’ | 

The loyal abstention of the sporting papers from 
the publication of the usual Records and 
‘* Registers,“ so as to leave a free field for the 
Guide.“ is a very high but quite merited compli- 
ment. The first part of Mr. Crickmore’s book for 
1878 takes ‘‘ Ruff'se Guide as a model. It gives 
the usual record of races past. but. in addition 
to the unusual neatness of classifleation-gtves such 
particulars as to the state of the weather and of 
the track on each day, the betting on each race, and 
the manner in which it was won, as make the sum- 
mary of peculiar vaiue even to such folk as critics 
and handicappers who are by profession compelled to 
follow closely the course of turf history. There is 
also a list of owners, with their addresses and 
colors; another of all the bookmakers and poo!l- 
sellers: and a third of the leading American 
courses, and how visitors may reachthem. The 
book finally gives the weights of the leading jockey 
clubs in all sections of the country, with their rac- 
ing and betting rules, and a calendar of the fixtures 
for 1878 eo far as they have been announced. The 
Guide is, in fine, a pocket bistory of last 
year's racing, plus precise and official information 
upon all points on which discussion between 
sportemen is likely to arise. When part second, 
which is now in press, appears, the whole volume 
will make a most creditable American racing calen- 
dar, interesting alike to breeders, horse-lovers, 
owners, and betting men. The second 
contain the nominations for the stakes of 1878 and 
1879, tables of the winners of previous 
events of importance, the yearling sales 
of 1877, and lists of winning sires and 
horses, with the amount of earnings, and the par- 
ticulare of each horse's work. the number of races 
he ran, the number of times he was first, second, 
and third, the distance at which all the get of each 
sire won, etc., etc. Information is invited from 
owners and Secretaries, so as to make the ‘ Guide ™’ 
for 1870 still more complete ana valuable. It is to 
be hoped that Mr. Crickmore may be encouraged 
by a liberal patronage to make the book a per- 
manent institution, especially as all advertise- 
ments have been excluded from its pages. This is 
an unusual step in such publications, but a wise 
one, since the publisher must either take all adver- 
tisements, and so lead a weight of sanction to 
concerns he does not approve, or discriminate and 
lose friends. The admirable character of the 
typography and paper of this Guide deserve 
mention. (Publisher, H. G. Crickmore, the World, 
35 Park Row, New York.)

JULIET AND MIGNON. 


How Lillan Adelaide Neilson Worried aud 
Shocked Miss Clara Louise Kellogg—A 
Lively Time in a Palace Car—Fun that 
Kept Two Troupes Awake a Whole Night. 

St. Louis Sunday Times. 

There ere two great “artistes” in this world 
who thoroughly hate each other. One is the 
beautiful, talented, and merry Lilian Adelaide 
Neilson; the other the cold, stately, punctilious 
Clara Louise Kellogg. They never approach 
each other nearer than a distamve of ten feet if 
they can avoid it, end their glances are not 
those of affection when they do come together. 
What the beautiful Miss Neilson” ever did 
to provoke the reprehension of “the magnificent 
Kellogg is not known. But the truth is that 
the jolly, fun-loving, and somewhat reckless 
English beauty is the horror of the propriety- 
loving prima donna. 

As a fact no two women were ever more op- 
posite in their natures. Neilson is gay, frolick- 
ing, fond of a practical joke, a@ girlish romp, 
preferring the society of men, and never better 
pleased than when she is treated as a good 
fellow“ among them, without any of the non- 
seuce which strait-jackets the t vo sexes in their 
sovial relations. ellog is the reverse. She is 
alla woman. There is no good-fellow about 
her. She is the very pink of propriety, and a 
stickler after etiquette. You must approach 
her with the graces of the drawing-room upon 
you, and must address her inthe tones and 
terms that are prescribed in Japonicadom. Not 
one of tne most intimate of her gallants would 
dare to salute her witha slap on the back and 
a hall. How are you!” as in the case of Nell 
son. The man who would dare do that to Kel- 
logg would be brave indeed, and he would need 
be, too, for some awful fate would doubtless be- 
fali him. 

Neilson’s good fellowship has evidently 
shocked Kellogg some time back, and the latter 
believes terrible things about her, The En- 
glish beauty, on her pw rather encourages 
than seeks to break down this aversion, aud 
never goes out of her comfortable way to bow 
to the prudery demanded by rigid society rules. 
She is all mirth and happiness, and is the most 
pobular fellow“ among men of any woman of 
modern times. 

The aversion between these two great artistes 
was not particularly noticed until the month of 
October, 1876, when in the excitement of the 
closing Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia 
Neilson was plaving Juliet at the Walnut Street 
Theatre, while Kellogg, at the head of the Hess 
Troupe. was warbling 22 opera in the 
Academy of Music. Both artistes were stop- 
ping at the Continental, and occasionally met 
in the hallways of that grand hotel. When 
such an encounter occurred. it was amusing to 
see Kellogg sweep aside grandly, and the pair 
pass each other hugging close to the wall on 
either band. Charley Crosby, Kellogg's agent, 
and Neilson’s business representative were 
worried for the details. Neither could account 
for the aversion on any other than the general 
ground that the two beauties were magnetic 
opposites, 

The opera company went West after a week’s 
sojourn.: Neilsou traveled West after a fort- 
night. A month after, in the hotel in Cincin- 
nati, Neilsov and Kellogg met again in the hall- 
way. They bugged tune wall, as before, when 
they passed. Kellogg, however, indignantly 
changed her hotel that very day, and the fun 


was spoiled. The next stand of the overa 


company was for two weeks, in De Bar’s, St. 
Louis. Neilson’s next engagement after Cin- 
cinnati was in the St. Louis Olympie, for two 
week. Kellogg learning that Neilson had 
secured rooms in the Southern Hotel, carefully 
avoided it; so, beyond the rivalry of the two 
artistes at rival theatres, there was no chance 
for manifestations of opposition. Neilson, it is 
true, delighted in taking horseback exercise 
witha troop of admiring good-fellows, and 
never failed to Fuer daily by Kellogg's hotel, 
deporting herself in the gayest manner, but the 
effect (if any) on the prima donna was not visi- 
able. They met once or twice in their promen- 
ades, and one sought the curbstone and the 
Other the shop windows in passing, to the 
astonishment of all who witnessed the 
maneuver, but nothing came of ft. 

This was fun for Neilson and gratification for 
the stately Kellogg, but agents of the two 
artistes began to foresee trouble init. They 
were good friends and mutual sufferers by the 
whims and tyrannies of their respective charges, 
and they thought it best to exchange views in 
regard to the situation. To their horror, they 
learned that the routes marked out for the 
operatic and dramatic star“ were identical— 
they were booked to fill the same time at rival 
theatres in every city onthe way back tothe 
last. Here was a prospect that was not relished 
by either agent. Nothing but a state of war for 
the whole trip; and yet there was. no way out 
of it. 

Neilson was very particular about her travel- 
ing accommodations. She must have the 
drawing-room of the parlor-car all to 
herself. Her maid and ber French com- 
panior must each have a compartment 
adjoining, while the leading man and agent 
must each sleen within easv call of the imperi- 
ous beauty. These arrangements could never 
be varied. The agent could not dare propose a 
change. So he was always very careful to go at 
least three days ahead of time to the railroad 
office, and secure the drawing-room for his 
charge. This time, however, the ticket-agent 
replied that Miss Kellogg had secured the onty 
drawing-room for herself, and that the principal 
members of ber company would half fill the 
car, so that nothing butasleeping berth was 
lelt for Neilson. Unfortuuateiy, Kellogg was 
even more exacting than the English cham- 
pion heart-breaker’? in the magnificence and 
comforts of her traveling accommodations. 
Her business manager had made his peace with 
her certain by securing the only palace-car 
drawing-room a fortnight in advance.

THE SCRIP. 
PAYING IT OUT. 3 

The city scrip didn't go over the Disbursing 
Clerk's counter as rapidly yesterday as was antic- 
ipated. About fifty firemen and policemen were 
paid their January salaries, and they took between 
$3, 500 and $4, 000, —a fourtn of what is due them. 
Very few of the employes have thus far taken all 
that ie owing to them, since they wish to find out 
where they can dispose of the paper they have al- 
ready received. When one month's scrip is out of 
the way they will take more. The greater number 
have turned it over, although a few unfortunates still 
have their frst installment in their pockets, If the 
merchants and bankers would discount it at 4, 5, 
or 6 per cent, a meeting would be held and resolu- 
tions of thanks auopted. The firemen seem to 
have the best luck with the paper, nearly all get- 
ting dollar for dollar. Supt. Hickey doesn't know 
what his men get forit. As yet there has been 
no action of the bankers on the subject, but they 
will probably come to some conclasion at & meet- 
ing to be held on Monday. There was talk yester- 
day of a prospective gathering of merchants to 
consider the matter, but no call has been issued. 
Tne Commercial Club, which meets the last Sat- 
urday in the month, may resolve to help the em- 
ployes out. 
WATER-RENTS AND LICENSES. 

Inquiry has been made why the scrip is not re- 
ceivable for water-rents and licenses, and a report- 
er endeavored to find out the reason yesterday. 
He first talked with Mr. White, the License Clerk,

on its face that it is not good until Jan. 1, and is 
payable out of the taxes. 

Have you had orders not to receive it?“

** Did he give any reason!“

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 
PLANS FOR ITS REBUILDING. 

The Academy of Music, on Halsted street, which 
has come through the various vicissitude, incident 
to theatrical existence, is to be rebuilt, and on the 
Ist of September will begin a new career. Mr. W. 
B. Clapp, who owns the property, has concluded 
to expend some $50,000 in this way to oblige the 
residents of the West Side, and keep alive his 
reputation as an enterprising man. Work will be 
commenced on the new structure early this week, 
and itis expected that by the let of August the 
building will be completed. Yesterday the archi- 
tect, Mr. Oscar Cobb, submitted his plans to Mr. 
Clapp andto Mr. William Emmett, the lessee, and the 
lessee and the architect and the proprietor sub- 
mitted them to the press for Sunday reading. The 
press herewith submits them in para — form 
to the pudlic. The Academy is to have a wider 
and higher frontage than in the old days. Mr. 
Clapp having purchased an adjoining lot for that 
purpose. It will present a more imposing appear- 
ance than the modest brick structure which was 
recently consumed. The building is to be of 
Cleveland stone, three stories high, with orna- 
mental work, such as griffins and goddesses 
and Phenixes, to make it attract- 
ive to the naked eye. The main 
entrance will be twenty-five feet wide and sixteen 
feet high, and ample provision has been made in 
regard to the means of exit from every part of the 
house. Fire-Marshal Benner, who saw the plans 
last evening, said that. in case of a panic, there 
would be better means of escape than in any the- 
atre inthe citv. Six additional outlets are to be 
constructed at the rear, and provision will be 
made to intercept the fire-fiend, in case of 
emergency, from going from the stage to 
tre audience. Two grand stairways will reach 
the circles from the private boxes. Thestageistobe 
thrirty-one and a half feet in width and,thirty-eight 
feet deep. The construction of the auditoriam is, 
with some improvements, after the style of the 
old one, winch was — admitted to be one 
of the prettiest interiors, both in respect of com- 
fort and show, in Chicago. It will be considera- 
bly enlarged, the seating capacity of the entire 
house being 1,500. The aisics are to be wider 
than those iu the other theatres, and generally 
speaking there is a determination on the part of 
Mr. Clapp and the architect to spare no ex- 
pense in getting up a firet-clasa theatre for the 
West Side. The lessee, Mr. Emmett, states that 
he will * choice variety entertainment of 
a kind that can be enjoyed by all respectabie peo- 
ple. He has made the place profitable as well as 
popular during his management, and he has every 
coniidence in making it #o in the future.

THE GRAIN TRADE. 
A GRATIFYING GAIN. 

Some months ago the St. Louis papers fairly 
howled with delight over the organization of a 
barge line—said barge line being composed of a 
backers 
swore should revolutionize the grain trade of the 
Northwest. No longer should Chicago rule as mis- 
tress of the cereal business. St. Louis would gob- 
ble it all, and, withthe aid of tne barges, the 
8 and Eads’ jetties, build up a trade 
that, in the sweet by and by. would rival the 
most transcendent efforts of Carthage and Tyre. 
The scheme was patinto practical operation. A 
few cargoes of corn were floated down the river, 
transferred to steamers at New Orleans, and then 
shipped via the Gulf Stream to Liverpool. where the 
grain arrived in good time, but in a horrible condi- 
tion. ‘The experiment simply demonstrated what 
had been proved over and over again, that the 
gulf route cannot be relied upon as a safe one over 
which to transfer Northern breadstuffs in any 
shape. Chicago has not been relegated to a how!l- 
ing wilderness. Her wholesale merchants are 
selling goods to retailers who by gcographical 
situation should be expected to purchase excla- 
sively in St. Louis. Chicago's grain trade has not 
dwindiea to insignificant proportions, the ma- 
chinery of her elevators is neither rusty nor idle. 
The receipts of all kinds of cereals show a marked 
increase over these of a year ag, as will be seen 
from the following:

Messrs. High and John Lyle King called atten- 
tion to the fact that this person's application for a 
license was still pending before the Supreme Court, 
and the latter insisted that the Bar Association 
should not evince any more feeling against him, at 
least not until the Supreme Court had passed on 
his application. Even the Judges considered it an 
inopporture time to take any actlou im the matter 
as long as the application was pending. Mr. King 
remarked that be bad heard considerable said about 
an apparent disposition on the part of the Bar As- 
sociation to persecute this man, and an equally 
apparent disposition to let other lawyers, probably 
no better than they ought to be. go scot free. 

Col. Cooper replied that all complaints against 
members of the profession had been carefully in- 
vestigated, and if Mr. King knew of any who were 
no better than they ought to be, or a great deal 
worse, he ought to report them. This person had 
confessed the truth of the charge against him of 
obtaining money from clients in such a way as to 
bring disgrace upon the profession. And yet the 
Investigating Committee of the Bar Association, 
after he had made this confession, found tnat he 
was doing the very same unprofessional thing right 
along. ' 

in ee uestion was about to be put on Mr. Tu- 
ley’s resolution, Mr. King inquired if there was a 
quorum present. He was answered in the affirma- 
tive. The resolution was then adopted, Mr. King 
being the only person out of the twenty members 
present who voted against it. 

The Association then adjourned.

TAXING INSOLVENT INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

In the cases of Needles vs. The Repuodlic Life 
Insurance Company, the Mutual Life-losurance 
Company, the Safety Deposit Life-Insurance Com- 
pany, the Teutonia Life- Insurance Company, snd 
the Chicago Life-Insurance Company, petitions 
were filed some time ago by the county and city 
anthorities to enforce the payment of the back 
taxes onthe capital stock of these companies. 
The cases were argued and taken under advise- 
ment about two weeks ago, and Satarday the 
judge delivered his opinion. He said thatin 1873

CABUS LOSES. 
THE WOMAN KEEPS THE CHILD. 

A rather interest®g habeas-corpus case was 
heard yesterday before Judge McAllister. Tue 
applicant is one George Cabus, of Keokuk, Ia., 
who is wanting to get possession of his son, a boy 
16 years old, now in the possession of Mrs. Young, 
of No. 142% Jackson street. 

Mr. Cabus was the first witness put on the 
stand. He said he left his boy when aboat 2 
years old with Mrs. Young's mother, who was to 
take care of him for 812 a month. Witness had 
sent the moncy punctually upto about 1876. He 
admitted his wife had go@ten a divorce from him, 
but satd the boy had been given to hin. A copy of 
the decree was produced, which showed the di- 
vorce had been granted for ‘‘ beastly cruelty.” 
but made no mention of the child. Witness now 
wanted to get possession of his boy, bat Mrs. 
Young would not give him up. 

Mre. Young testified that she had taken the care 
of the boy since her mother’s death, and had 
brought him up carefully. She denied that Mr. 
Cabus had sent the money regularly for his son's 
board. She wrote him after the great fire that she 
could not take care of the boy for $12 a month, but 
wanted $20; but the fatber refused to give more 
than $15. Even that amount was given very ir- 
regularly, and on an average only half the time. 
She had sued him in a court in lowa for nearly 
$1,800, the balance due her on his contract. She 
denied that she refused to give up the boy, but 
claimed she ought to be paid first. 

The boy, George, then took the stand, and very 
a expressed his disinclination to go back with 

is father. He said he could only recollect him 
because he had once bought him a pair of boots, 
and he thought his father had treated him very 
badly. He was afraid he would be kidnapped and 
taken back against his will. 

Judge McAllister then reviewed the evidence in 
the case. He suid Mrs. Young had, in fact, been 
a parent to George in every respect, and that, too, 
with the assent of his father. The case was, 
therefore, the same as though the ap- 
plication were to take a child from 
its mother and give it to its father. When a boy 
was of sufficient age to choose for himself, the 
courts would consult his wishes. It was doubt- 
ful, under the English authorities, whether a 
court had power to send a subject oat of its juris- 
diction. In the present case, after George had 
livea so long with Mrs. Young, and had expressed 
his antipathy to his father, and so strong a disin- 
clination to go back with him, it would be an out- 
rage to compel him to go. If he was willing to 
go, the Court would allow him to do so, bat it 
would not force him to return against his will. 

Cabus' attorney then asked for an order allowing 
the father to see his son when he wished. 

The Judge said as long as Cabus conducted him- 
self properly he could do so, but ne warned him 
aguinst making any threats or causing a disturb- 
ance. The boy was entitled to protection as much 
as any other citizen against annoyance, and the 
rignts of the father now were virtually forfeited.

THE GRAND JURY.

In the 
course of the sentencing he said and did a great 
many good things. Hetookthe position that the 
Court had no right to interfere with the verdictofa 
jury. which is a pieasant. innovation 
on the custom inaugurated by another Judge, 
and that he had no right to suspend sentence in 
the case of adults. etc., and in pronouncing 
sentences he did not yield one iota in any case, 
however urgent were the pleas formercy.

SOVEREIGNTY OF ETHICS. 
RALPH WALDO EMERSON’S ESSAY. 

The May-June number of the Jntcrnational 
Review has an article, the beginning of a series. 
by Froude, the historian, on “Science and 
Theology ;”’ and the May-June number of the

Froude isa good specimen, not without flaws, 
of more common crockery. Mr. Em- 
erson’s modes of thinking and exquisite 
literary execution are redolent of a refined 
spirituality, which makes his ovroductions 


pleasant and suggestive reading, even for those 
who most widely differ from him. His pro- 
auctions are a splendid refutation of the charge 
that American literature has no osiginalitv, but 
: mere imitations ot European 
models. ‘Nothing could be more absurd than 
the suggestion that used to be made of a re- 
semblance between Emerson and Carlyle. One 
might as well liken a conservatory of rarest 
flowers toa huge and arled oak wreathing 
its fantastic boughs. here is a delicate spir- 
ſtual aroma in the writings of Emerson which 
is entirely wanting in the more rugged and 
masculine productions of Carlyle.

Do giorified 
Saints or Angels around the Throne need a 
Bible? Not at ali. They know by immediate 
perception all the Divine truths requisiie for 
their spiritual sustenance and growth. Is it 
hot possible that man on earth may rise, by the 
aid of the Hoty Spirit, to a similar communion 
with the Divine Nature!

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THE REV. P. B. MORGAN. 
‘WHY HE LEFT THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Crxcixnati. O., May 3.—The Zngquirer to-mor- 
row will publish an interview with a prominent 
churchman of this city in regard to the resignation 
of the Rev. P. B. Morgan, of St. John's Episcopal 
Church, Mr. Morgan, it will be remembered, 
preached a sensational sermon last Sunday an- 
nouncing his withdrawal from the Episcopal 
Church on account of the Romish tendencies of the 
Church, saying it was drifting rapidly back to 
Catholicism. The alleged facts in thé case are 
given by the churchman as follows: Mr. Morgan, 
when he came here, two or three years 
ago, was ¢ngaged at a salary of $4,000 
per year. Recently, the officials told him 
they could no longer pay this amount. 
He then said thatthe must have that amount or 
he would resign. He proposed, however, if the 
full $4,000 wae given to retain his charge, and 
work in the interests of the church so long as the 
salary was paid. They finally fixed the salary at 
$3,000, but added by subscription $1,000 more for 
the coming year. He asked if this additional 
$1,000 would also apply to future vears; if so, he 
would stay. The answer was No,“ Then, said 
he. the resignation will stand.“ It now transpires 
that Bishop Cheney was in the city at that 
very time, and he supposed that they were then in 
consultation in regard to this move, and his mem- 
ders charge that the loss of the extra $1,000 for 
future years’ services induced him to cast his lot 
with the Reformed Church, and attack the one 
whose doctrines he had so earnestly advocated up 
the time the salary 1 was sprang upon him. 
He left here yesterday for Chicago to take charge 

of St. Paul's Reformed Episcopal Church. 


MR. MORGAN’S STATEMENT. 

A TRIBUNE reporter found the Rev. Mr. Morgan 
at the residence of F. A, Bryan, Eeq., No. 1 
Bryan place, Friday evening, he having just arrived 
from Cincinnati. Atelegram was shown him in 
which it was stated that the cause of his resigna- 
tion from St. John's Parish, Cincinnati, was a re- 
duction of his salary, and he was asked if there 
was any trath in the assertion. 

It is untrue. None of the Vestry said a word 
until after I bad announced my intention of with- 
drawine.”’ 

Was the matter of reduction of salary men- 
tioned ?"’ 

‘Nothing had ever been said to me by any one 
in an official way aboutareduction. I was told 
after my resignation, by an individual, that they 
would probably feel obliged to reduce the expenses 
of the parish somewhat.

It was. You remember, perhaps, what Morgan 
Dix said in the face and eyes of the Protestant 
world: The reformers of the English Church 
were conspiring against the Church of God, —that 
they had gone dait; and God saved the Church 
by — Mary. — a woman who burned 200 mar- 
tyrs during her reiga.

They 
said, ‘Why don't you stay and fight it out where 
you are? I told to my friends, Lon see the 
result of one discharge of my wun. What if I 
should undertake to fight in this way, occupying this 
position? My guns would be spiked. I could do 
nothing. I believe the only way to be consistent, 
if one would maintain intact the principics of the 
English reformers, is to step out and take a stand. 
Any one who would say that I resigned because of 
a threatened reduction of salary is false to him- 
self and to the community; there is not a word of 
truth in the statement.

Then realize the com- 
parative pigmy it is among the endless billions 
of stars much ereater, which sweep through 
endless space.- Imagine the grandeur, the sub- 
limity of the universe. Can there be anything 
greater,—can we realize anything superior or 
outside of it? Behold the beautiful opening of 
spring, its verdant green, its aromatic fra- 
grance, and its charming song, —all is joyful in 
Nature’s happiest smiles. Imagine, then, the 
infinitely small as you have imagined the in- 
finitely large. Think of the germ of the flower, 
the chemical and physical forces causing the sap 
te circulate within the ragged wood of the oak, 
of the myriads of anima!cule floating merrily 
in their vast ocean of a few drops of water, and 
then—think of it! Can all this, each and every- 
thing,—each animaiculz, each flower, each tree, 
each being, each mountain, each world, each 
sun,—can each end all of these at one and the 
same time be the *‘ handiwork “ of a—Person? 

But we see it before us. We area part of 
this vast system of nature ourselves. We com- 
prehend, realize, and understand a great deal of 
its intrinsic workings. If we attempt to com- 
prehend the evolution of our world from chaos 
within 6.000 years, it is indeed impossible, and 
of necessity we must seek refuge in the six-day 
creation, and in the Bible account of God. But

cies, and then the: whole vast mystery 
is virtually explained, and by degrees the 
remaining grand problems will be solved. 
One agent, Time, little thought of but very 
potent, works miracles, so to say, in the grand 
economy of Nature. It is not my mission, nor 
have I the capacity, to preach the 
doctrine of the evolution of this planct from 
chaos, but science will give all that seek it a far 
better idea of the ultimatum of knowledge than 
it ever can or will of a2 Heaven or a personal 
Creator. In the future we may know vastly 
more of Nature, but never can know more 
about God. 

In investing with personality, therefore, the 
creative powers of Nature, we are lost in an ab- 
solute labyrinth of mysteries from which it is 
impossible to ever escape. Such a personality 
would add million-fold to the mysteries of the 
universe. No science, no telescope, no agencies 
within our reach, can aproach nearer to God 
than they are now, and we are doomed to ever 
crawl in the aust and in the dark. 

If the universe is created, the Creator must 
be greater than the created. If the created is a 
great mystery, the Creator is afar greater 
mystery. If the universe cannot exist inde- 
pendent ofa Creator, then neither can a Cre- 
ator exist without a Creator to create Him. 
If the lesser cannot exist uncaused, then a 


+ creative power greater than this universe can- 


not exist uncaused. if matter and its wonder- 
ful forces cannot evoive mind from the vast 
resources of the infinite material u htverse, as 
we cause music to evolve from metal in the 
music-bex or time from a clock, then certainly 
nothing could not produce mind in the God- 
head. If mind can exist in God uncaused and 
without the assistance of the wonderful pro- 
line essences of matter, it then certainly can be 
evolved in.man with the assistance of matter. 
Mind without matter, without physical proper- 
ties, is inconceivable,and imaginary; but mind 
asa purely physical result of physical condi- 
tions and its wonderful capabilities we see 
manifested in the sublime brain of a Humboldt 
or a Webster, down to the dawn of intellect in 
the eytod and cell.

The Rev. D. C. Greenéyatluding to the work 
he has done for the Society in translating the 
Scriptures into Japanese, says: | 

What the experience of other translators has 
been in preparing verses in non-arian langnages, 
I do not know; but we have been surprised to find 
that the Gospel of John is one of the most difficult 
books in the New Testament to render satisfac- 
torily into Japanese. The Gospel abounds in pas- 
sages which, while they seem natural enough in 
Greek or English. would, it translated literally 
into Japanese, become instances of anacoluthon so 
gross as to almost destroy the connection of 
thought. Even the long and involved sentences of 
the Pauline Epistles are oftentimes easier to man- 
age than some of the apparently simple verses of 
John's Gospel. 

The correspondence between Leo XIII. and 
the Swiss Confederation has been published. 
The Pope, after announcing his -accession, 
laments the cessation of the Iriendly relations 
which tormerly subsisted between Switzerland 
and the Holy See, and stigmatizes the present 
position of the Catholic Church as deplorable. 
The President of the Confederation, in à cour- 
teous reply, congratulates the Pope on his ac- 
cession, and remarks that the Catholic religion, 
like all other forms of worshipin Switzerland, 
enjoys the fullest liberty, on the sole condition 
that the ecclesiastical authorities shall respect 
the rights and prerogatives of the State and the 
rights and franchises of individuals. 


The officers of the Third Unitarian Church, 
corner of Monroe and Laflin streets, authorize 
the correction of the report that the Society is 
broken up and the church abandoned. By gen- 
eral consent, the hour of service has been 
changed to 4p. m., and of Sunday-school to 
2:30 p.m. The chureh found itself unable to 
meet its expenses from pew rentals, so it leased 
its house for a portion vf the day to another re- 
ligious organization, believing it better tb wor- 
ship God on a cash basis in the afternoon than 
at other people’s expense inthe morning. By 
this action it has placed itself in a perfectly 
safe pecuniary position, and will strengthen it- 
self with ite members and before the commu- 
city. 

In Rheinbreilbach, Russia, a young girl, Maria 
Weiler, caused considerable excitement by pro- 
fessing to bear the stigmata. Reports in the 
Catholic press state that a few days before the 
beginning of Lent it was said that blood-marks 
were Visible on ber hands, feet, and side. From 
the 15th of March hundreds of people from the 
neighborhood went to gee the stigmatized, and 
perfectly trustworthy «persons have asserted 
they have seen the blood flowing from wounds 
on her forehead and hands. It is also said that 
since the middle of March Maria Weiler has not 
taken any food. On Friday, the 22d of March, 
the spots began to bleed at 9 o'clock in the 
morning. and many people who saw the occur- 
rence became convinced that they assisted at a 
supernatural process.“ The Government inter- 
fered and sent the police for the girl, who was 
taken to the hospital at Neuwied. 


In Beverly, a town a little distance from Bos- 
ton, the Methodists have a preacher who fs 
making them a deal of trouble. He has em- 
braced many views which the denomination re- 
pudiate, the most prominent being the imme- 
diate coming of tne Lord to judgment. He has 
ficured out the exact day, and by this and other 
strange notions, has divided the church, and 
got up a scandal. On a recent Sunday the ex- 
cellent Presiding Elder of the district went down 
to see about it, and both claimed the pulpit. 
The forces on each side were about evenly di- 
vided in number, the Elder’s half being most re- 
spectable, and the pastor’s half most noisy. 
The Elaer carried the day, and the pastor re- 
tired and set up his banner in another place. 
The matter was carried to the Conference, and 
a committee appointed to try the offender, who 
thus secures what he probably wanted—cheap 
martyrdom.

On the 13th ult. the Pope’s allocutionary 
letter, re-establishing the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in Scotland, was publicly burned on 
Glasgow Green. Many thousands of the Or- 
ange and Roman Catholic partics assembled, 
and for a time it was feared that serious conse- 
quences would result. The presence of several 
hundred policemen sufficed to maintain order. 
and though at times the crowd was excecding!ly 
disorderly, and copies of the letter were burned 
repeatedly, the public peace was preserved. 
The situation of matters was regarded as of so 
serious a nature that the military were 1 
under arms for several hours. Later on in the 
evening, while M'intyre. a well-known anti- 
Popery lecturer, was preaching on Glasgow 
Green, boys began to throw stones. The con- 
gregation retaliated with their tists and with 
stones. Rioting became general. Barricadcs 
were broken down, and the fragments used as 
missiles. Many persons were hurt. One was 
sent to hospital. Ten rioters were apprehended. 
On the next day the Magistratcs, in sentencing 
some of the rioters toa month’s hard labor, 
said they did not care what religion any of 
them were of, thev intended to maintain order 
in Glasgow with vigor.

Ex-Ald. Van Osdel, always a strong champion 
of the Bedford stone, said that he was fuily satis- 
ned of the unwisdom of the county m using 
Lemont limestone for its half of the 
building. le had protested against thie 
two yeare ago, and believed it would 
be cheaper to raze the present incomplete structure 
to its foundations and rebuild with Bedford stone 
than to go on with Ed Walker's article. The ex- 
periment at Louisville had afforded hima practical 
proof of what he had always believed, namely, 
that the discoloration was merely on the surface, 
and did not extend into the stone. I: is safe to 
put the ex-Alderman down as an energetic advo- 
cate of Bedford. first, last, and all tne time. 

ARCHITECT BAUMANN 

favored the reporter with some valuable informa- 
tion in regard to the constituent elements of the 
two stones. He had been informed that the Bed- 
ford contained 97 per cent of lime and oaly 3 per 
cent of impurities, while Lemont stone 
haa only 60 per cent of lime. Yet, curtously 
enough, the latter when burnt made good ordinary 
lime, while the former did not. On this pvint Mr. 
B. advanced a theory of his own, which need not 
de here elaborated upon. As to the color he at- 
tached little importance to the difference, which 
he thought would ve a perceptible at first. 
The aktion of time and coal-smoke on the stones 
might affect them differently, but this could be 
avoided by silicization, which would render sach 
action even. This work must, however, be 
thoroughly done, and not given out toany ordinary 
scalawag who might bid $5 lower than a responsi- 
ble man. 

Park Commissioner Price couid not see any dif- 
ference in the color ofthe two stones to amount to 
anything, and was emphatically in favor of Bed- 
ford for the city building. If the county had made 
a mistake, or worse, that Was no reason the city 
should do the same. On the different buildings in- 
spected he had noticed that the Lemont stoue lam- 
inated, while the other held its owu fur a quarter of 
u century. 

MAJ. J. R. WILLETT 

did not want to give his views as an expert to the 
public in advance of bis report, which he will pre- 
pare at once, aud which will be very brief. 
In conversation, however, he stated to 
the reporter that he considered the difference in 
color a mere trifle, and scarcely noticeable in the 
two buildings except by a trained eye. He scouted 
the idea of considering the buildings as a whole, 
and opined that a connecting triumphal arch under 
the cornices, seventy feet from the ground, did not 
make them one.

Ald. Knopf said that he had never made any 
critical examination of the Lemont stone, and was 
therefore incapable of instituting a comparison 
between that and the Bedford. As to the latter; 
he was satisfied that it was good building stone, 
and probably the best they could obtain. And he 
would talk further after ne had seen the Court- 
House. 

ALD. RYAN 

gald that it was impossible to overlook the fact that 
a marked difference existed in the color of the two 
stones. The buildings at Lafayette had convinced 
him of this, and the inspection of the quarry as- 
sisted in the demonstration. He admitted the en- 
during qualities of the Bedford stone, and its im- 
perviousness to atmospherie influences. 

Ald. Sanders believed that the difference in color 
was not great, and thought a very satis- 
factory building could be constructed of 
the Bedford stone. He i not seem 
very favorably impressed with Lemont stone, and 
thought that it was a pity tue county had not con- 
sulted with the city authorities before they started 
in, an Opinion in which the other City Fathers 


joined. 

Ald. Gilbert was non-committal, and although 
he probably saw as much as the others, he kept 
the resuit of his observations a good deal to him- 
self. Beyond a general indorsement of the Bed- 
ford stone as good building material, he would 
not state bis conclusions. 

Ald. Rawleigh viewed the Bedford article favor- 
ably, but admitted that there was a difference in 
the color, although he could not settle whether 
thie was a vital objection to its use. As to the 
railroad men, they were for Bedford to a man, but 
their interests lie in that direction. and, as they 
were not members of the Committee. uu would 
serve no purpose to give their views. The geolo- 
giets stood up for the credit of their own State, as 
was natural, but declined to go into any question 
of the respective merits of Bedford and Lemont 
limestone.

ite work, and the enactment of a law authorizing 
the Governor to appoint two State agents for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals,—one 
at Chicago and one at Kast St. Louis, —and 
it was hoped to establish the precedence 
that men were to be selected {or their abil- 
ity, and not with reference to their politics. 
The report aleo alludes to the organization 
of the International Humane Society through the 
efforts of this Society at Cleveland in Octover last. 
The police officers are complimented for their ef- 
cient aid to the Society in preventing cruelty. to 
animale, and for bringing offenders to punish- 
ment. The Society, through the Humane Journal, 
mentions ail humane acts of our police officers. 
Cows. a 

The report goes on to say: We have too little 
recognition of merit in our civil service; if an offi- 
cial err, even in the discharge of duty, de is apt to 
be abundantly blamed—this is right, too— but for 
some great act, or a continuous service in the line 
of duty, ur humanity, it is to be regretted there is 
provided no important tangible public recognition. 
I beg to recommend the setting aside of a fund for 
the distribution of medals for acts of the highest 
humanity; care being taken, however, to 
preserve their value by the undoubted propriety of 
their bestowal. A very earnes. effort has been 
made by this Society, in which it has been ably 
aided by Dr. De Wolf, the Health Officer of the 
city, and other physicians and gentiemen, to re- 
form the terrible abuses now existing—contrary to 
law as well as to humauity-—in the treatment of 
milch cows in the distilleries of thie city. If yoa 


will consider the fact that several thousands of* 


milch cows are tied up closely in our distillery 
pensin say October, und taken thence, to ve 
slaughtered, inthe May following, without having 
moved three feet from the head of the penin all 
that time; that during these seven or eight months 
they have had, daily, a little hay of inferior quali- 
ty. the feed mainly being the hot refuse of tne 
stille, which they are compelled at first to swallow 
or starve, and that the milk from these animals is 
daily distributed to our city families,—you will 
perceive the nec@ssity of energetic action. An or- 
dinauce has been presented to the Common 
Council directing that no cows for the pro- 
duction of milk shall be kept in the dis- 
tilleries or tueir sheds, and that the animais 
kept by such concern shall be kept in a cleaniy 
condition, and the drainage of such sheds shall not 
be connected witathe public sewers, This is the 
substance of the ordimance asked for by us, aud 
now before the Common Council. Ip explanation 
of our demand for this legisiation, it has been 
clearly proven by undoubted testimony (and I cite 
Dr. H. A. Johnson, Dr. N. F. Cooke, Dr. De 
Wolf, and other eminent physicians), that the use 
of the milk of cowe fed in distillery pens upon dis- 
tiliery slops is unnatural. unwholesome, and full 
of danger, especially to children of tender years, 
to which it is but reasonable to add that the stom- 
ache of many children poisoned by this upwhole- 
some food can never afterwards acquire a thor- 
oughly heaitny vitality. 

‘*In the pursuit of this investigation it has been 
developed, and I believe fairly, that it is not pos- 
sidle to detect by the microscope alone any impor- 
tant difference between the milk oi a distillery-fea 
cow and that of one inthe ordinary City stable on 
wholesome feed, when the milk is freshly drawn 


from each: but bere the difference begins; the in- 


jurious factor makes rapid strides in changing the 
character of the distillery-fed milk, and, with ev- 
ery hour after the jiret four, the difference grows 
more and more apparent. It scarce!y scems possi- 
ble that men should be found in this city, and in 
thie age. who are willing to imperil the lives of 
thousands of unfortunate children by this distillery- 
fed milk, and this, too, not in ignorance, but in 
full knowledge and willful disregard of the moral 
rights of the stomachs theyare injuring or destroy- 
IN REGARD TO THE TRANSPORTATION OF CAT- 
TLE, 

the report says: 

The evile of railway transportation of cattle 
continue to disgrace our civilization. Much bas 
been done to abate them, particulariy at our Union 
Stock-Yards, but very much more remains. It 
appears to me that a limit should be made to the 
number and weight of cattle placed in any one Car, 
and that this would be the next most important 
step for the Society to accomplish. Some railways, 
Iam informed, aliow the ignorant drover or owner 
to drive into a car as many cattie ds he can crowd 
in. and then forcibly drive smaller animals, suca 
as sheep and hogs, between the legs of the cattle, 
that all the available space may be occupied! Is 
not this an extreme of barbarity’ Thieand much 
more we could combat to some extent had wea 


sufficient amo f revenue,—for more agents 
could then ee ed Duy i is difficult for our 
small foree Yo police rge State very thor- 
oughly. 

‘+The International Humane Society to which I 
have alluded has taken steps to abate the terrible 
evils of this railway transportation of cattle. The 
railway officials claim to be desironsa to solve 
this question wisely, as do the shippers of stock, 
but I have little faith in their unaided efforts; the 
humane and therefore business-like settlement of 
this evil seems far off. One of the chief necessi- 
ties of this problem is tosimplify the legal steps 
necessary to prosecution of offenders. Passing, 
as Our railways do, through so many States, gov- 
erned by so many different statutcs, we trust that 
some common law shall be enacted by Congress, 
under its power to regulate commerce perhaps. 
which shall obviate the difficnity of etfective legal 

roceedings. lam informed such a law is now be- 

ore Congress, presented by Mr. Bergh of the New 
York Society.” , 

The report goes on further to say that the Presi- 
dent has addressed a communication to the County 
Board, asking for au appropriation to aid the So- 
ciety in its work. The report alluges to the 
drinking-fountains erectedjby the Society, through 
liberal public eubscriptions, and through the 
efforts of Secretary Landon and others. The 
President hopes to see the feuntains erected in the 
Seuth and West Parks suchas is now placed in 
Lincoln Park. John McDonald and O. L. Dudley, 
the Society's agents, and the Secretary are appro- 
priately alluded to. 

THE SECRETARY, 
Mr. Landon, presented bis report, which showed 
that the number of cases investigated was 1,615; 
prosecutions, 121; convictions, 110; animals 
killed, 343; horses taken from work, 319; persons 
admonished for apparent crueity to animals, 1. 131; 
cattle watered, 3, 200. 

Treasurer H. C. Goodrich made his report, which 
showed the receipts to have been $1,560.74; ex- 
penses, $1,846.49; balance on band, $14. 25. 

The reports were all received. 

On motion of Mr. Whitehouse, the officers and 
employes of the Association were accorded a vote 
of thanks.

Mr. Edwin Lee Brown brought up the matter of 
the Live-Stock Trausportatton law, now before 
Congress, and read a letter from Mr. Zadock Street 
in regard to it, asking for financial eu port for the 
International Society's agent, now In Washington. 
This matter was discussed for some time, when 
the election of officers for the ensuing year was 
proceeded with, and resulted as follows, all the 
old officers being re-elected: Presi- 
dent, dobn .

The following communication in regard to 

SWILL-MILK, 
from Dr. N. F. Cooke, was read by the Secretary: 
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he was ashamea that De. Reynolds haa nét been 
greeted with a larger audience. The Doctor was 
the father of the movement, and deserved the 
greatest praise, and the epeaker’s excuse for not 
speaking at length was that he bad to take a train 
to Atlanta, where he is to pasticipate in the dedi- 
cation of Murphy Hall to-day. 

Col. I. R. Diller, of the West Side Red-Ribbon 
Club. followed. He apobogized for the small at- 
tendance and attributed it to the fact that it was 
moving-time and thatthe nigat was not a favor- 
able one for public meetings. The cause, he said, 
was 25,000 strong in the city, and the slim 
attendance could not be construed to 
mean that there was a lagging in interest in the 
temperance movement, for such was not the case. 
The cause was constantly spreading and taking 
deep root in the hearts of the people. It was 
crowned with the pearly tears of mothers, sisters, 
and fathers, and was destined to work great good 
in its march onward and upward. 

F. A. Porter, of the First Red-Ribbon Cinb, 
followed in a short speech. He was not dismayed 
at the attendance, and said that he had always had 
more real enjoyment when there were few than he 
had in the large crowds. He was the 
first person, n the city upon whom Dr. 
lieynoide had tied the red ribbon, and 
he intended to preserve it, becanse he was 
proud of it. He concluded by reporting his Club 
in a prosperous condition, and by expressing his 
gratitude that the temperance work had been fea, 
Eurated, and that Dr. Reynolds had been directed 
to the city. 

DR. REYNOLDS 

was next introduced, and was received with ap- 
plause. He said he was present by invitation, and. 
glad to be there. He had come to join in a tem- 
perance love-feast, and the meeting was just large 
enough. He had not come to make a speech. bat 
proposed to drop a few words of advice. He had 
been a drinking man for twenty years, and it was 
— four years ago that he signed the pledge. The 
ast four years had been the happiest of his life, and 
he really felt that he was just 4 years old. 
Being happy himself, he wanted to make 
others happy in liberating them from King Alco- 
holes power. He desired to encourage his hearers 
to go forward and work for the temperance cauee, 
ana said thatif only one drunkard had been re- 
claimed in the city so far, the laborers had been 
abundantiy rewarded. Personal effort, he thought, 
would accomplish far more permanent good than 
public effort would, and he aavised the different 
Clubs to apply themselves to the work personally. 
— by going from man to man and woman to woman, 
—to bridge over the summer season, and when the 
winter came he predicted that the public interest in 
the cause would be found to have greatly multi- 
plied. He did not want to see the ribbon left 
of because the meetings were not well at- 
tended, but arged that they should be 
worn and kept in sight all the time, 
and that the women, to whom to whom the move- 
ment owed much of its success, Would not relax 
their efforts. He closed by saying that, with the 
red-ribbon on the outside, and the love of Christ 
on the inside, the cause would continue to go for- 
ward. 

The Rev. N. F. Ravlin was the next speaker. 
He said that his sympathy was with the move- 
ment, and his energies consecrated to it. He had 
worked for the cause in the past, and proposed to 
continue as long as he lived, There was no re- 
ligion or church for him which did not take hold 
of the temperance work, for he conceived the 
great object of the church to be to save man. [Ap- 
plause.] Dr. Reynolds had been lifted from the 
gutter, and now had an influence as wide as the 
world, There were others just as good and as 
able as he still in the gutter, and he wanted to see 
them lifted out and put on their feet. [Applause, ] 

James Swailow, of the South Halsted Street Rea- 
Ribbon Club, followed in a few remar«s. 

Col. Dilier read a report from the Stock- Yards 
Club, which showed that it had a membership of 
1,008, and that. as a consequence, crime in that 
vicinity had been reduced 15 per cent. and the 
church attendance had increased one-third. 

The meeting adjourned with the Doxology and 
benediction, after which Dr. Reynolds held an in- 
formal reception on the platform.

» Enjoining the Trastees. 

A bill was filed Saturday afternoon in the Superi- 
or Court by Simeon B. Williams, Monroe N. Lord, 
John O’Mally, Marx Wineman. Henry Gers ley, 
and E. L. Barber against the Town of Lake, A. B. 
Condit, Supervisor; George Muirhead, Assessor; 
Peter Murphy, Collector; Patrick Nolan, Trustee; 
and Levi Montgomery, Trustee, to test the legality 
of the bonded indebtedness of the town. The 
complainants state that the Town of Lake was in- 
corporated under two special sets of 1868 and 
1869. Up to Aug. 8, 1870, it was not in- 
debted, on any liability which has not since 
been discharged. Up to the present time, the town 
officers have been elected under the Township Or- 
ganization law. The assessed value of the taxable 
property of the town for the. last seven years is as 
follows: }

The town, as is charged, owes no debt contracted 
under any provision of law for towns incorporated 
only under the Townsnip Organization law. It has 
not now, nor has it ever had, any power to be- 
come indebted in any manner or for any purpose, 
and none of ite officers have ever had power to is- 
sue writings or evidences of debt. Nevertheless 
in April, 1875, the President and Town Clerk at 
that time issued pretended evidences of debt, of 
which there is now outstanding about 385, 8 
Since that time also other town warrants have 
been issued, of which $68,000 is now un- 
paid. These warrants were claimed to be 
issued under the authority of Sec. 9 of 
the town charter, a the town authorities 
claim they are valid. „ 9. however, only au- 
thorized the President and Town Clerk, in case any 
money belonging to any particular fund should be 
in the hands of the Treasurer, to draw a writing 
authorizing the Treasurer to pay the sum therein 
named to some certain person, and if no money 
was on hand belonging to the fund on which the 
warrant was drawn, then the warrant was void, 
and could not be paid by muney subsequently re- 
ceived, 

Besides these warrants onthe 30th of March, 
1874, the 22d of August and the 13th of June, 
1874, the Board of Trustees passed an ordinance 
authorizing tue issue of $490,000 of bonds which 
are known as 155 7 per cent water loan bonds; 
160 7 percent water loan bonds, and 175 10 per 
cent special assessment water-loau certificates, It 
is claimed that these issues were authorized by 
Art. 9 of the act of July 1, 1872, for the incorpora- 
tion of cities and villages, and by the act entitled, 
An act to provide for the laying of water- supply 
pipe by bonds and special assesawents, payabdic in 
installments, in force March 17, 1874. The town 
authorities, however, have not provided for the 
collection of the direct annual tax to pay the in- 
terest on these bonds, as they were bound to do. 

These bonds, with interest, now amount to over 
$575, 000, and tug towu officers are intending to 
recognize their validity. Besides all this debt 
during 1877 and 1878, about $200,000 in town 
warrants have been isssued, for the payment of 
which there are no funds in the ‘Treasury. 
Many bear interest, and many were dated 
back days anc months before their issue 
so that the interest for all that time might be col- 
lected. In conclusion, complainant aske that the 
amount of all these bonds, warrants, and other 
evidences of indebtedness may be shown by tbe 
defendants, and that they may all be declared to 
be illegal and not binding on the town.

COMMUNISTIC DREAMS AND NONSENSE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

nico. May 2.--Thnere appeared in your edi- 
tion of yesterday an article on The Fallacies of 
Communism,” to some portions of which I, as a 
Socialist, would take exception. Having no organ 
through which to answer, and believing that a ma- 
jority of your readers are willing to hear both 
sides of every question, I hope you will find room 
in your columns for thie brief response. 

e do not teach that Property is robbery,” 
but we believe the true object of property is a richt 
to the exclusive use of that which is owned; and, 
consequently, no man has a richt to the proprie- 
torsbip (or exclusive use) of that which he cannot 
or does not use in his own person. 

(This particular Communist (Sibley) may not 
yet have progressed to an acceptance of the cor- 
ner-stone principle that Property is robbery. 
but his communication shows that he is on the 
high road to it, and has not much farther to march 
to reach it. When a man is not to be permitted to 
have either the right of proprietorship or the ex- 
clusive use of any property except that which he 
uses in his own person, such rule can only be 
upheld on the ground that Property is robbery.” 
—Ep. } | 

You say. We scarcely think that the gennine 
Communists contemplate the actual purchase of 
all the lands, all the implements of production, 
all the machinery of manufacture. and all the 
means of transportation and communication, in 
the United States. Now, as one of those gen- 
nine Communists,”’ Ido contemplate just ench a 
purchase, and am prepared to prove my consisten- 
cy in doing so. 

You then go on to assert, that All the property 
in the Union has a value of forty or fifty billions, 
and the Government purchase thereof could only 
be accomplished by the issue of bonds to that 
amount in exchange for the property taken. It is 
simply out of the question, you say. to suppose 
that any soch debt (twenty times that of the pres- 
ent national debt) conid ever ve paid, so that the 
bonds iseued would only have a value in proportion 
to the amount of interest they would bear. 

As your whole argument has its basis in this as- 
sertion. I will devote my little space to it. As the 
payment of rentand interest, then, is the great- 
est burden the peeple have to bear, we certainly 
do not propose to issue any interest-bearing bonds. 

[Right here let us observe that nobody pays any 
nterest or rent unless he is using some other per- 
eon’s property. When this Communist epeaks 
of the ‘*burdens people bear“ in having to pay 
interest or rent he tries to convey the idea that they 
are forced to pay it on their own property to out- 
sidedndividualse, but this is a false and fraudulent 
insinuation. The man who is not holding or using 
another man's money. house, shop, farm, orother 
property does not pay rent or interest to any- 
body. —Ep. 1 

But in stating that we would buy these things 
with money, | wish it understood what our con- 
ception of the true nature and object of money is: 
Money. as a medium of exchange. should be a rep- 
resentative of value; and, being issued by the 
Government, should be a note which the people 
promise to receive in payment of any dues to the 

eople, or in exchange for any of their productsin 
imited quantijies or otherwise. 

[This couception of the nature and object of 
money is amazingly crude and defective. To be- 
giv with, a vote is defined to be a written or 
printed paper acknowledging a debt and promising 
payment,”’ but we sce no provision made or con- 
templated to be made for the payment of 
the sort of paper that Sibley & Co. 
want the Government, to issue; hence it 
ie not notes they propose to have issued, but 
some kind of moonshine money, without substance 
or intrinsic value, promising to pav nothing, 
‘*which the people promise to receive. When 
will the people promise to receive“ such stuff 
‘tin exchange” for their farms, houses, 
shipe, food, fuel, wearing apparel, and other 
goods and chattels? Not until after the 
crack of doom, certainly. But this patent money 
isto bea representative of value,“ and to ex- 
change for products. But the insuperable difficulty 
with Sibley’s proposed straw- bail“ money is that 
no standard of exchangeable value can be applied to 
it. It has no intrinsic or commodity worth in it- 
self, and is not redecmable in any product that has 
value, and it cannot be used in barter, like the 
precious metals. A piece of it printed with the 
figures $1,000 is worth no more property and is 
redeemable in no more value than a slip with 
$1 printed thereon, because the $ mark 
means nothing tangible. A dollar“ means 
an ounce of silver; a paper dollar is a promise to 
pay an ounce of silver, or the sixteenth part of 
that weight in gold; but a Communist dollar“ is 
merely a shadow of a shade, and composed of the 
substance of sick men's dreams. Asa measure of 
value itis an impossibility. It is a standard for no 
amount of anything. How many pounds of beef 
or pork would a Communist dollar represent or pay 
for? Disassociated from all connection with or re- 
lation to gold or silver values, the Communist's 
dollar would be nothing but so many soap- bubbles, 
the exchangeable equivalent of,absolutely noth- 
ing. —Ep. ] 

Let us sce then by your own figures how long it 
would take to pay this debt of forty or fifty 
Dilltons.“ We quote: „ the annual in- 
terest for which the Government wonid become 
pledged would amount tojover $3, 000, 000.

THE ART OF PROLONGING LIFE. 

People generally desire long life and good 
health. Sickness and premature death are al- 
most always due to violations of the laws that 
govern our physical being, and of which the 
masses are ignorant. If men knew better they 
would do better; but how can they avoid an 
evil that they know not of? While efforts are 
made through the public schools to give each 
child a so-called common English education, yet 
the children are permitted to grow up and enter 
upon the responsible duties of active life pro- 
foundly ignorant of the structure of their own 
bodies, and the laws of physical being upon 
which their health and lives depend, They are 
sent to school and crammed with arithmetic, 
grammar, and geography, by teachers who, in 
many instances, have never studied physiology 
and hygiene. They are taught to locate the 
mogintains and trace the rivers of foreign coun- 
tries, but are never taught to locate the vital 
organs and glands of their own bodies, or trace 
the veins, arteries, and nervesin their various 
ramifications. They are instructed in the flow 
of the tides, and the course of the ocean cur- 
rents, and the philosophy of winds and storms; 
but they have no correct conception ot the rela- 
tive effects upon their bealth of breathing pure 
or impure air, nor has their attention ever been 
called to the importance of keeping their bodies 
clean and healthy by regular bathing. The 
criminality of such neglect in teaching becomes 
apparent when we consider that the masses, 
ignorantly violating the laws of health, 
bring upon themselves sickness, suffering, and 
death that might otherwise be avoided.
